Agricultural Trade Development

Civil Aeronautics Act of 1954 - Creates an 
independent seven-member bipartisan Civil Aeronautics 
Authority and an independent five-member Air Safety 
Board similar to the independent authority and board, 
respectively, which were created under the Aero- 
nautics Act of 1938 and whose functions were trans- 
ferred in 1940, by Executive Order, to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. The Civil Aeronautics Board and 
the office of Administrator of Civil Aeronautics in 
the Department of Commerce are abolished.

A Nation-wide program for the protection of 
aerial approaches to airports and for the develop-

Provisions for granting certificates of con- 
venience and necessity include provisions for tem- 
porary experimental certificates and for certificates, 
other than experimental, limiting number of schedules,

as amended, A number of acts are amended in certain 
details in the interest of conformity, etc. Action 
of the President under the First War Powers Act in 
transferring functions relating to the entry and 
clearance of aircraft from the Secretary of Commerce 
to the Commissioner of Customs is not affected. 


S. 2650. Mr. Smith of New Jersey; January 11, 1954

Makes the common law rules of agency applicable 
to employers and their employees and labor unions 
and their members and states specifically that no 
labor union shall be held responsible for the acts 
of an individual member thereof solely on the grounds 
of membership.

Pro- 
vides that the National Labor Relations Board shall, 
after a labor organization has called a strike, take 
a secret ballot of the employees on the question of 
continuing such strike or stoppage. If the employees 
vote against continuance, such strike shall cease to 
be a protected, concerted labor activity. Provides 
that where recognition is not an issue at the 
commencement of a strike, that the National Labor 
Relations Board shall be prohibited from considering 
a petition on the part of the employer which chal- 
lenges the representation of the striking union 
before the termination of such strike, or the expira- 
tion of one year from the commencement of such strike 
whichever is earlier; nor shall any petition for an 
election filed by a labor organization other than 

the one which called the strike be entertained for 

a period of four months after the commencement of 

the strike. Eliminates the provision requiring 
unions to file detailed information from their by- 
laws concerning dues, finances, etc. Requires an 
employer, or its officers (if corporate), to file 
non-Communist affidavits. Gives priority of admin- 
istrative remedy before the Board to complaints 
charging secondary boycotts and strikes to force 
recognition, and makes injunctive relief discretion- 
ary in such instances. Where temporary relief or 

a restraining order is granted by the court in a 
labor dispute, the Federal Mediation and Concilia- 
tion Service shall impanel a special local board to 
meet with the parties in an effort to seek a settle- 
ment of their dispute. Preserves the power of any 
State, or Territory, to protest the health or safety 
of its people during emergencies resulting from labor 
disputes. 

Revises certain aspects of the national emer- 
gency labor procedures to provide (1) the board of 
inquiry which has initially reported on national 
emergency disputes shall report again on the current 
position of the disputants within 40 (now 60) days 
after the issuance of an injunction, (2) it shall 
make a further inquiry after the employees' ballot 
on the employer's last offer, unless the dispute 
has meanwhile been settled, and such report shall 
contain recommendations. Neither party is obligated 
to accept these recommendations. Upon the 20th day 
following the ballot, the Attorney General, unless 
the dispute has been settled, shall move the dis- 
charge of the injunction. 

Provides that checkoff of union dues by the 
employer shall be valid only upon written assign- 
ment, and revocation of this assignment may be made 
only in writing. Provides that in making secondary 
boycotts and recognition strikes unlawful, no person 
shall be required to cross the picket line set up 
by a recognized bargaining agent engaged in a labor 
dispute with an employer other than his own employer.

$20,000 (now $16,000), a three-family residence, 
$27,500 (now $20,500), and a four-family residence,

of the cost of acquisition (now, of the appraised 
value) as a downpayment.

(now 4) and a maximum of 6 percent per year. Per- 
mits a service charge (now premium charge only). 
Continues insurance up to 100 percent of appraised 
value for disaster loans to reconstruct housing. 

Makes applicable the provisions for rental hous- 
ing insurance to mortgages covering existing con- 
struction in slum or blighted areas and permits the 
Commissioner to require repair or rehabilitation 
work to remove conditions detrimental to safety, 
health, or morals. Liberalizes conditions for rental 
housing insurance for Guam, Retains, with respect 
to rental housing insurance, the present mortgage 
amount limitation per room ($2,000) or, per family 
unit (less than 4 rooms), $7,200; removes the 
$10,000 per family-unit limitation, and permits an 
increase in such limitation for elevator-type struc- 
tures to $2,400 per room and $7,500 per family unit. 
Applies labor standards protection to slum clearance 
projects. 

Authorizes insured cooperative housing mortgages 
up to $25,000,000 (now a maximum of $5,000,000) on 
condition that the mortgagor cooperative is regulated 
by law as to rents, charges, and methods of operation. 
Raises the cooperative housing mortgage amount limi- 
tation for nonveteran projects to $2,250 (now $1,800) 
per room and $8,100 per family unit if the number of 
rooms is less than 4 (now an absolute $8,100). 

Sets up a mortgage insurance program for re- 
habilitation and construction of dwelling accommoda- 
tions to eliminate blight and slum conditions and to 
prevent the deterioration of property located in 
urban renewal areas. Adds provision for $7,000 for 
each additional family unit in excess of 4, Fixes 
maximum multifamily housing mortgage amount limits 
at $2,250 per room or $7,200 per family unit com- 
prising less than 4 rooms and $2,700 per room and 
$7,500 per family unit for elevator-type structures, 
Prescribes that maximum mortgage maturity hereunder 
shall be 30 years, 

Provides low-cost housing mortgage insurance 
program for families displaced as a result of 
governmental action if the community to be affected 
so requests. Sets the maximum mortgage amount at 
$7,000 and requires that it not exceed 100 percent 
of the value of a single-family dwelling; directs 
a $200 downpayment where the mortgagor is the owner 
and occupant of the property, and limits the mortgage 
to 85 percent of the appraised value if the mortgagor 
is not the owner and insured mortgage financing is 
required to facilitate construction. Provides for 
a principal obligation not in excess of $5,000,000 
for nonprofit organizations, regulated by law, for 
the purposes hereof, and sets the maximum mortgage 


amount per family unit under such project at $7,000 
and not in excess of 100 percent of value, with a 
maximum 40-year term, 

Authorizes insurance of "open-end" mortgages 
for improvement or repair of already insured dwell- 
ings for four or less families, Terminates (1) au- 
thority to insure prefabricated housing manufacturers! 
loans, (2) to insure blanket mortgage covering 25 or 
more single-family houses, and (3) the yield insur- 
ance program; extends to June 30, 1955 (now July 1, 
1954) military housing mortgage insurance, Provides 
for the establishment of home loan interest rates, 
terms, and charges by the President, and permits the 
increases hereunder in the discretion of the Presi- 
dent. 

Recharters the Federal National Mortgage Associa- 
tion for the purpose of providing a secondary market 
facility, special assistance functions, and to 
liquidate the existing Federal National Mortgage 
Association, 

Sets up the "urban Renewal Fund" for advances, 
loans, and capital grants to local public agencies 
for urban renewal projects, and increases local 
responsibility. Requires a workable program for 
effectively dealing with urban slums and blight 
areas with the community be submitted by the locality 
before Federal assistance may be made available, 
Authorizes an urban renewal service to assist in 
formulating such workable program, Enumerates, but 
does not limit, the purposes for which advances of 
funds to local public agencies may be made hereunder: 
(1) voluntary repair and rehabilitation plans, (2) 
plans for the enforcement of State and local requla- 
tions relating to such projects, and (3) preliminary 
work necessary to prepare for the acquisition of 
land in the undertaking of such projects. Substitutes 
the term “urban renewal area" for the present "re- 
development area" and defines such as one that (1) 
the locality determines to be blighted, deteriorated, 
or deteriorating, and designated as appropriate for 
an urban renewal project, and (2) the Housing Ad- 
ministrator approves as appropriate for such a proj- 
ect. Authorizes grants, limited to 2/3 of the cost, 
and an aggregate $5,000,000, to localities for test- 
ing, developing, and reporting slum prevention and 
slum elimination techniques, 

Extends preference provisions for low-rent hous- 
ing to families displaced by low-rent housing proj- 
ects, slum clearance, redevelopment or urban renewal 
project, action of a court or public body enforcing 
housing standards, or through demolition, closing, 
or improvement of dwelling units (now, preference 
given to action involving first three enumerated 
above only), and continues veterans preference with- 
in each preference group, Makes mandatory on local 
housing authority payments in lieu of taxes stipulated 
in its cooperative agreement with the local governing 
body. Directs that payment of receipts in excess of 
expenses derived from such housing projects shall be 
paid to the Government and to the local bodies in 
proportion to their respective contributions, De- 
letes requirement that the Public Housing Administra- 
tion shall determine the minimum salaries to be paid 
architects and other technical employees hereunder, 
but continues minimum salary requirements with 
respect to maintenance laborers and mechanics. 

Provides (1) for service of process on Federal 
Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation, (2) a 3-year 
statute of limitations for claims for insurance 
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payments against Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation, (3) for increases in the amount of 

home mortgages acceptable as collateral security 

for an advance by a Federal Home Loan Bank, (4) for

increased supplies at not less than 105 percent of 
parity prices. Quantities set aside shall be excluded 
from the computation of "carryover" for the purposes 
of determining price support levels under the Agri- 
cultural Act of 1949, 

Title II - Provides for a more rapid change in 
the support level for corn. Deletes tung nuts, honey, 
and Irish potatoes from the mandatory list of sup- 
ported commodities, and places these commodities in 
the same category as other commodities for which 
support is authorized but not mandatory. Deletes 
provision making price support for Irish potatoes 
dependent on marketing quotas. Includes State penal 
and corrective institutions among the list of public 
and private agencies to which surplus commodities 
may be contributed. Authorizes the Commodity Credit 
Corporation to pay the cost of processing, packaging, 
transporting, and handling commodities to be delivered 
to a Federal or State agency to shipside for use 
outside the United States.

the general moral standards of society and their 
effect on public officials. It is required to make 
recommendations for the improvement of the moral 
standards of Government employees and all persons 
who participate in or are responsible for the conduct 
of public affairs, The Commission is directed to 
make a report in the first session of the 84th Con- 
gress, and a final report within 2 years after its 
creation. It is given wide powers of subpoena to 
require the testimony of witnesses and compel the 
production of books, documents and other records. 

Title III, Amends the Administrative Procedure 
Act to prohibit influence and favoritism. This 
portion of the bill is designed to eliminate the 
"conflicts of interest" in public service, and the 
exercise of undue or unethical influence and favor- 
itism in public business, This Title includes several 
sections defining improper and unethical conduct on 
the part of executive officers and employees. 

Title IV. Establishes a code of conduct for 
Congress and its employees. 

Title V. Requires that each Member of the 
Senate and House, each employee of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and members of the Armed Forces who is paid 
$10,000 a year or more, each member, chairman, or 
other officer of the national committee of a political 
party make an annual report to the Comptroller Gen- 
eral on finances, 

Penalties for evasion of such requirements, or 
the filing of false reports, would be fixed at $2,000 
fine, or 5 years imprisonment or both.

Immigration and Nationality Act Amendments of 
1954 - Effects changes in Public Law 414 of the 82d 
Congress (66 Stat. 163), among which are the follow- 
ing: 

Section 101 amends sections 212(a) (15) and 
241 (a) (8) with respect to standards for determining 
whether aliens are or are likely to become public 
charges. The provision which gives controlling 
effect to the opinion of the consul or of immigra- 
tion officials is eliminated. 

Section 102 amends subsections (27) and (29) 
of section 212(a) with respect to standards for 
determining whether immigrants would engage in sub- 
versive activities. 

Section 103 amends section 287(a) (1) with 
respect to power of officers and employees of the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service to interro- 
gate without warrant persons believed to be aliens 
as to their right to be or remain in this country, 
by requiring "with probable cause", 

Section 104 repeals sections 352, 353, and 354 
which provide for loss of nationality by naturalized 
citizens because of residence abroad; also repeals 
sections 350 and 355 which provide for loss of citizen- 
ship by native-born citizens because of residence 
abroad. 

Section 105 amends sections 101 (a) (37), 212 (a) 
(28) (D), and 313(a) (3) by broadening restrictions 
with respect to persons who have advocated a total- 
itarian dictatorship or have belonged to totalitarian 
organizations. 

Section 106 amends section 244 (a) (1) (2) (3) (4) 
and (5) by eliminating the standards of “exceptional 
and extremely unusual hardship" in granting suspension 
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of deportation, and substituting therefor "serious 
hardship". 

Section 107 repeals section 3(c) of the Dis- 
placed Persons Act of 1948 which relates largely 
to the future mortgaging of quotas. 

Section 108 amends section 20l(e) by eliminat- 
ing requirement for certain deductions from annual 
quotas of quota areas proclaimed under the Displaced 
Persons Act of 1948. 

Section 109 repeals section 202(b), (c) and 
(d) providing quotas for the Asia-Pacific triangle; 
amends sections 202(a) (S), and 202(e). As amended, 
an alien born in a colony or other component or 
dependent area of a governing country for which no 
separate or specific quota has been established 
shall be chargeable to the quota of the governing 
country. 

Section 202 amends section 212(9) and (10) to 
permit entry of an alien who has received a pardon 
for a crime, 

Section 203 amends section 212(c). As amended 
the Attorney General would have discretionary power 
to admit an alien who is returning to an unrelin- 
quished American residence of at least 7 years, with 
no requirement that the alien was originally admitted 
to this country for permanent residence. 

Section 204 repeals section 235(c) which per- 
mits exclusion without hearing. 

Section 205 repeals section 24](d), the retro- 
active provision concerning deportation. 

Section 206 amends section 245 which permits 
the Attorney General to adjust the status of an 
alien temporarily here to that of an alien admitted 
for permanent residence, by modifying the require- 
ments which an alien must meet.

and exercise a distinct function in approving or 
disapproving the programs and budgets for resource 
development which the Commission would submit to the 
Congress. Creates a 5-member Missouri Basin Commis- 
sion, Provides that, as a Federally created body, 
the new Commission would have authority for the direc- 
tion, coordination and control of overall activities 
of the Federal Government within the Missouri Basin 
pertaining to resource development. Charges the 
Commission, in particular, with the responsibility 
for activities pertaining to watershed management, 
land conservation, flood control, forestry, irriga- 
tion, electric power, domestic and industrial water 
supply, navigation, stream-bank stabilization, pollu- 
tion control, mosquito control, drainage, fish and 
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wildlife, and recreation. Provides that the Commis- 
sion shall have general authority and responsibility 
for management of the resource development budget, 
costs and accounts, and the operation of projects 

and programs involving land and water development in 
the Basin in order that the comprehensive long-range 
programs for the unified development of the land and 
water resources of the Missouri Basin be systematic- 
ally installed and maintained, with appropriate cost- 
sharing arrangements. Provides that the Interstate 
Compact Board, under the charter of such Board 
sanctioned by Congress, may exercise a limited veto 
over the recommendations of the Commission. Sets 

out flood-control measures to be employed by the 
Commission such as (1) flood plain development, and 
redevelopment, relocation, and zoning, (2) sedimenta- 
tion and runoff control, (3) reservoir storage, etc. 
Requires that the Commission make a separate inten- 
sive study and investigation of bank stabilization 
and navigation on the Missouri River. Provides that 
the Commission shall make a separate intensive study 
and investigation of the problems arising from the 
application of existing irrigation practices and 
policies of the Federal agencies operating in the

solution of rehabilitation problems common to all of 
several States, or of meeting rehabilitation problem 
of national significance or concern, Makes available 
for fiscal years 1955 and 1956 special project grants 
for helping States to plan, prepare for, and initiatt 
a substantial expansion in their vocational rehabill- 
tation programs. 
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Provides that payments from allotments for 
general support of rehabilitation be conditioned 
upon the submission of a plan by the responsible 
State agency which meets certain requirements pre- 
scribed in this Act. Vests administrative authority 
in the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare 
subject to his delegation, Permits the State to 
select its agency and provides that any State with 
a separate agency for the blind to elect to have 
rehabilitation services for the blind to be adminis- 
tered by this agency, and in such cases the State's 
allotments would be divided between it and the agency 
administering the rest of the State program. Spe- 
cifically allows certain public or nonprofit rehabili- 
tation programs included in the State plan when under 
the supervision of the State agency administering 
the State plan.

American National Arts Act - Establishes a 
Commission to be known as the American National War 
Memorial Arts Commission. Authorizes and directs 
it to (1) develop and encourage the pursuit of a 
national policy for the promotion of, and for educa- 
tion in, the fine arts by all age groups; (2) initiate 
and support fine arts activities in connection with 
matters relating to the general welfare and cultural 
development of the nation; (3) initiate and support 
professional and amateur activities in all fields 
of the fine arts; (4) award scholarships and graduate 
fellowships in the fine arts; (5) foster the inter- 
national exchange of fine arts information; (6) cor- 
relate and evaluate fine arts programs; (7) estab- 


| lish, maintain and administer in the Nation's Capital 


a theater and music center to be known as the Amer- 
ican National War Memorial Theater and Music Center; 
(8) employ the services of artists and other person- 


| nel; (9) assist financially and otherwise in the 


preparation and presentation of professional and 
amateur fine arts productions and programs; and (10) 
establish such special commissions as the Commission 
may deem necessary; (11) to advise and consult with 
the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare per- 
taining to the administration of grants to States 


for the development of fine arts programs and projects. 


Requires the Commission to render an annual report 
to the President on its work for submission on or

Congress. 

Directs the Commission to establish the follow- 
ing divisions within its body: (1) Music; (2) Drama,

Auditorium as the Christopher Columbus Auditorium. 
Provides for the interchange and coordination of 
the fine-arts programs that already are in existence 
within the various departments and agencies of the 
Federal Government,

Penalizes by a maximum fine of $10,000 and/or 
maximum imprisonment for 10 years the transportation, 
or inducement of any person to travel, in interstate 
commerce in the execution or concealment of a scheme 
to defraud that person of money or property having 
a value of $5,000 or more [amending U. S. C. 18: 
2314].

Redefines "cooperative association" to include 
in associations of farmers, growers of plants and 
flowers [amending U. S. C. 12: 1141 j (a) ) 


S. 3344, Mr. Millikin and others; April 26, 1954 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Validates under the general mining laws, mining 
claims located between July 31, 1939 and February 10, 
1954, if such claims at the time of location were: 
(1) included in a permit or lease issued under the 
mineral leasing laws; or (2) covered by an applica- 
tion or offer for a permit or lease which had been 
filed under the mineral leasing laws; or (3) known 
to be valuable for minerals subject to disposition 
under the mineral leasing laws. In order to obtain 
the benefits of this Act the owner of a claim located 
prior to January 1, 1953, must have posted and filed 
for record within 120 days after August 12, 1953 
(date of the enactment of Public Law 250, 83d Con- 
gress) and if subsequent to December 31, 1952 and 
prior to February 10, 1954, the owner of such claims 
shall have filed his claim within 120 days after the 
date of this Act. If the owner of such claim shall 
have filed a uranium lease application as to the

Recognizes as applicable to such mining laws 
all labor performed or improvements made after the 
original location, Declares that all claims located 
between December 31, 1952 and February 10, 1954, 
which cover any lands embraced within any claim 
located prior to January 1, 1953, shall be deemed 
to have been located December 11, 1953. Deems any 
claim hereafter located covering any lands embraced 
within any claim entitled to the benefits of this 
Act, to have been located 121] days after the enact- 
ment of this Act. 
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Permits the owner of any lease, etc., relat- 
ing to uranium to locate claims upon such lands for 
a period of 120 days after the enactment of this 
Act (subject to the conditions, etc., of the Act), 
but makes any rights hereafter located subject to 
any rights of the owner of a valid uranium claim 
located prior to February 10, 1954. Vests in the 
owner of a prior uranium application the rights of 
mining locations as between owners of conflicting 
applications. 

Subjects to a reservation to the United States 
of all Leasing Act minerals of all mining claims or 
millsites hereafter located under the mining laws 
of the United States and every claim heretofore so 
located which shall be covered by the Act unless 
limited by this Act. Permits mining claims and 
millsites to be located hereafter under the mining 
laws of the United States on public lands (subject 
to the conditions, provisions, etc., of this Act) 
which at the time of location are: (1) included in 
a permit or lease issued under the mineral leasing 
laws of the United States; or (2) covered by an 
application or offer for a permit or lease filed 
under the mineral leasing laws; or (3) known to be 
valuable for minerals subject to disposition under 
the mineral leasing laws, all to the same extent in 
all respects as if such lands were not so included 
or covered or known, 

Sets up a set of operational procedures to be 
followed for lands being utilized for mining opera- 
tions and Leasing Act operations. Permits owners 
of mining claims or millsites heretofore located to 
waive and relinquish all rights thereunder to Leas- 
ing Act minerals at any time prior to the issuance 
of a patent thereof, but provides that no such 
waiver, etc., shall be deemed to constitute in any 
manner any concession as to the date of priority of 
rights under said mining claim or as to the validity 
thereof. 

Provides that notwithstanding the provision 
of section 5(b) (7) of the Atomic Energy Act that no 
mining claim heretofore or hereafter located under 
the mining laws of the United States shall be subject 
to, and no mineral patent hereafter issued shall 
contain a reservation to the United States where 
fissionable source materials are involved, but gives 
the United States the right at any time to enter 
upon such lands to prospect for, mine, and remove 
fissionable source materials after the Atomic Energy 
Commission has determined that the security needs 
of the Government require emergency production of 
fissionable source materials. If such materials 
are taken, requires the Atomic Energy Commission to 
pay a fair and reasonable compensation for such 
materials.

Armed Forces Dependents Medical Care Act of 

1954 - Provides uniform practices for all the armed 
services with respect to medical services for eligi- 
Lists 
the type of illnesses to be treated, uniform regula- 
tions pertaining to eligibility and the extension 
of service to dependents of members of the Reserve 
on extended active duty and certain categories of 
retired members. The provisions include diagnosis, 
care for active medical and surgical conditions, 
treatment of contagious diseases, immunization, and 
maternity and infant care. Specifically excludes 
domiliciary care and chronic diseases; nervous and 
mental disorders, except for diagnosis; elective 
medical and surgical treatment as determined by the 
cognizant physician; unnecessary ambulance service 
and home call; and prosthetic devices, hearing aids, 
arthopedic footwear and spectacles except where 
adequate civilian facilities are not available. 

Permits military medical facilities to be used 
subject to the availability of space, facilities, 
etc, Provides dependent medical care by duly 
licensed civilian physicians and surgeons, etc., 
whenever military facilities are unfavorable or 
incapable, Requires dependents to contribute to 
costs in civilian facilities by paying the first 
$10 of each illness plus not more than 10 percent 
of total cost except maternity cases, Limits dental 
treatment to such emergency care as is necessary to 
telieve paid or suffering or as a necessary adjunct 
to medical or surgical treatment and is not author- 
ized in civilian facilities except as a necessary 
adjunct to medical-surgical treatment. 


S. 3370 





Provisions of this Act apply to the spouse, , 
children, parents and parents-in-law of a member 
of the Armed Forces if such are, in fact, dependent 
on the member for more than half of their support. 
Authorizes care at military facilities to widows 
and dependent children of deceased servicemen who 
were members at the time of death but such privileges 
expire at the remarriage of the widow, The Act in- 
cludes members of the Reserve components who are on 
extended active duty of more than 90 days.

Revised Organic Act of the Virgin Islands of 
the United States - Provides that the capital and 
seat of government of the Virgin Islands shall be 
Charlotte Amalie in the Island of Saint Thomas, 
Establishes a unicameral Legislature of the Virgin 
Islands with two representatives from the districts 
of Saint Thomas and from Saint Croix, one from Saint 
John, and six elected at large. The term of office 
for a representative shall be 2 years. Specifies 
that Legislators must be citizens, over 25, qualified 
voters, bona fide residents of the Virgin Islands 
for at least 3 years prior to their election, and 
requires a pardon if convicted of a felony or crime 
involving moral turpitude. They may not be employ- 
ees of the executive or judicial branches of the 
Government of the Virgin Islands, Provides for a 
general election for members of the Legislature on 
November 2, 1954, subsequent elections shall be held 
on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in Novem- 
ber in every second year. Provides that the sessions 
of the Legislature shall be held in the capital, 
Charlotte Amalie, Saint Thomas, Provides that the 
legislative authority shall extend to all subjects 
of local application, not inconsistent with treaties 
entered into by the United States or laws of the 
United States made applicable to the Virgin Islands, 
Provides that the Governor may fill vacancies in 
the Legislature for unexpired terms. Vests the 
executive power in a Governor, who shall be appoint- 
ed by the President with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, and shall hold office at the pleasure 
of the President. Provides that the President shall 
appoint a Government Secretary who shall have custody 
of the seal of the Virgin Islands and countersign 
and affix such seal to all executive documents, etc. 
The Secretary of Interior shall appoint a government 
comptroller who shall serve for 10 years and have 
authority similar to that of the Comptroller General 
of the United States. Vests judicial power in a 
District Court of the Virgin Islands under a judge 


appointed for a term of 8 years by the President 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, and in 
such inferior courts as have been or may be estab- 
lished by local law, Provides that all taxes, pub- 
lic revenues, etc., shall be covered into the Treas- 
ury of the Virgin Islands, and Federal income taxes, 
duties, etc., shall be available for expenditure as 
the Legislature shall direct. Provides for the dis- 
position of internal revenue collections after 

June 30, 1953, and provides oath of office for all 
officials. Repeals all laws inconsistent with this 
Act [amending U. S. C. 48:1405 et seq. ].

Exempts scarfs made of plain surface fabrics 
from the Flammable Fabrics Act. Changes the con- 
ditions under which the present flammability tests 
are conducted so as to require samples to be tested 
under the normal conditions under which articles of 
clothing are generally worn [amending 67 Stat.

Capital Transit's 15 directors be picked by stock- 
holders from a list nominated by the District Com- 
missioners of 10 district residents having no finan- 
cial interest in the Capital Transit Company, Gives 
the Public Utility Commission the authority to set 
Capital Transit Company school-bus fares at no more 
than half of regular fares. Raises the salary of 
the two civilian members of the Public Utility Com- 
mission to $13,000. 

Permits the Engineer Commissioner, an ex officio 
member of the Public Utility Commission to delegate 
an assistant to act for him on Public Utility Com- 
mission cases, Requires interested parties in rate 
cases to pay for transcripts of Public Utility Com- 
mission hearings (now available free). Gives the 
Public Utility Commission its own legal staff to be 
headed by a $13,000 a year general counsel, Author- 
izes the Public Utility Commission to employ a transit 
engineer to advise the Commission on transit and 
traffic problems. Strengthens and clarifies the 
authority of the Public Utility Commission's power

Unemployment Compensation Standards Act of 
1954 - Continues the present Federal-State unemploy- 
ment compensation system with numerous revisions 
and amendments. Imposes additional standards which 
States must meet as a condition of employers getting 
credit against the Federal unemployment tax, with 
such standards to become effective July 1, 1955, 


Permits a State to disqualify an individual 
who has left suitable work or refused to accept 
suitable work without good cause or discharged for 
misconduct with his work, Limits such disqualifica- 
tions to a period of 4 weeks, Also permits a State 
to disqualify an individual in the case of strikes 
if participating or has a direct interest therein 
for any week in which his unemployment is due to 
the strike, Permits the disqualification to be 
extended 12 weeks in cases of fraud or willful mis- 
representations, 

Requires that the maximum benefit under the 
State law be not less than an amount equal to two- 
thirds of the average weekly wage within such State, 
Requires every individual, subject to the above 
maximum to receive a benefit equal to at least one- 
half of the individual's average weekly wage. En- 
titles all eligible individuals to at least 39 weeks 
of unemployment benefits in a year, 

Extends the coverage of the Federal Unemploy- 
ment Tax Act to employers of one or more individuals, 
Amends the definition of "employee" under this Act 
to make it consistent with the definition contained 
in the old-age insurance provisions of the Social 
Security Act. Gives additional freedom to the 
States in determining the methods of reducing em- 
ployer's taxes under the State law below 2.7 percent, 

Earmarks all collections under the Federal 
Unemployment Tax Act in the Federal Unemployment 
Account to the unemployment trust fund, Provides 
that all funds for administration be charged against 
the Federal unemployment account. Entitles a State 
whose accumulated funds for unemployment compensa- 
tion has reached a precariously low condition to a 
reinsurance grant from the Federal unemployment 
account, Imposes a minimum rate of contribution of 
at least 1,2 percent whenever a State's fund drops 
below six percent, Makes numerous technical amend- 
ments,

composed of 9 members to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent for 6 year terms, and the Military Liaison 
Committee, the Chairman of which shall serve at the 
pleasure of the President and shall be compensated 
at the rate prescribed for an Assistant Secretary 

of Defense. 

Directs the Commission to make arrangements 
for the conduct of research and development activities 
relating to (1) nuclear processes, (2) theory and 
production of atomic energy, (3) utilization of 
special nuclear and radioactive materials for medical, 
biological, agricultural, health, and military 
purposes, (4) utilization of special nuclear material 
and radioactive material and processes entailed in 
the production of such material for all other 
purposes including industrial uses, and (5) protec- 
tion of health and promotion of safety during 
research and production activities. Makes it un- 
lawful for persons, except those licensed or other- 
wise authorized by the Commission, to own, acquire, 
or deal with production facilities of special 
nuclear material defined herein (viz., plutonium, 
uranium or other determined by the Commission to be 
such) or source material defined herein (viz., 
uranium, thorium, certain ores, or other material 
determined by the Commission to be such), or to 
produce such material, and vests title to such 
special nuclear material in the United States, a 
fair price to be paid to the owners thereof. 
Authorizes distribution and the making of a reason- 
able charge for the use of such material, on terms 
that (1) no applicant therefor will be enabled to 
construct an atomic weapon therewith, (2) title to 
such material shall be at all times in the United 
States, (3) the rights conferred by license shall be 
(4) no assignment of license 
rights may be made (5) such material shall be subject 
to the right of recapture or control, (6) use of 
such material in a utilization or production facility 
may be made only as prescribed herein, (7) distribu- 
tion shall be made pursuant to established safety 
Standards, and (8) the licensee shall hold the United 
States harmless from damages resulting from use of 
the license, for (a) conduct of research or develop- 
ment activities, (b) medical therapy use, or (c) use 
pursuant to license. Authorizes the distribution 
of by-product material (i.e., certain radioactive 
miterial defined herein), classified as such by the 
Commission, with or without charge, to foreign or 
domestic sources, priority being given for use in the 
conduct of research and development activity or 
medical therapy. 

Authorizes the Commission to conduct experiments 
and do research and development work in the military 
application of atomic energy, and to engage in the 
production of atomic weapons, or atomic weapon parts 
with the express consent and direction of the Presi- 
dent, which consent and direction shall be obtained

annually. Prohibits the utilization of special 
material or atomic energy, or dealing therein, un- 
less licensed to do so by the Commission. 

Provides that licenses may be issued by the 
Commission where the Commission has made a finding 
that any type of utilization or production facility 
has been sufficiently developed for industrial or 
commercial purposes to those (1) whose proposed 
activities will serve some useful purpose proportionate 
to the quantities of special nuclear or source 
materials to be consumed, (2) who are equipped to, 
and do, observe safety and health standards, (3) 
who agree to make available to the Commission such 
technical information and data concerning their 
activities pursuant to such licenses as the Commis- 
Sion may determine necessary to promote the common 
defense and security and to protect the public health 
and safety. Limits licenses to 40 years and denies 
licenses to a foreign or alien owned or controlled 
corporation, except under terms hereof, or where 
its issuance would be inimical to the common defense 
and security. Requires the issuance of licenses 
with a minimum of regulation for research and develop- 
ment for industrial, commercial, and medical therapy 
purposes. Directs the Commission to prescribe 
uniform conditions for licensing individuals as 
operators of production and utilization facilities. 
Allows the Commission to suspend licenses granted 
hereunder in time of war or national emergency. 

Permits international arrangements if (a) the 
Commission approves a proposed agreement which 
includes (1) terms, conditions, duration, nature, 
and scope of cooperation, (2) a guaranty by the 
cooperating party that security safeguards and 
standards will be maintained, (3) a guarantee by the 


cooperating party that materials to be transferred 
will not be used for atomic weapons, research on 
atomic weapons, or other military purposes, and (4) 
a guaranty by the cooperating party that any 
Restricted Data to be transferred will not be trans- 
ferred to unauthorized persons or beyond the juris- 


diction of the cooperating party; (b) the President 
approves the proposed agreement and makes a written 
determination that the cooperating party does not 
threaten, but will promote, the security of the 
United States; (c) proposed agreement has been sub- 
mitted to the Joint Committee and a period of 30 
days has elapsed while Congress is in session. 
Empowers the Commission to control the dissemination 
and declassification of Restricted Data and allows 
such to be published upon a joint determination by 
the Commission and the Department of Defense (or by 
the President in case of disagreement) that such 
publication would not adversely affect the common 
defense and security. Allows international communi- 
cation of Restricted Data (a) on (1) refining, 
purification, and subsequent treatment of source 
materials, (2) reactor development, (3) production 
of special nuclear material, (4) healt« and safety, 
(S) industrial and other applications of atomic 
energy for peaceful purposes, and (6) research and 
@velopment relating to the foregoing; (b) under 
Presidential authorization for the (1) development 
of defense plans, (2) training of personne! in the 
employment of and defense against atomic weapons, 
and (3) evaluation of the capabilities of potential 
enemies in the employment of atomic weapons, the 
communication of Restricted Data on the design and 
fabrication of atomic weapons being prohibited except 
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with respect to external size, weight, shape, yields 
and effects, and systems employed in the delivery 
or use thereof. Provides for the investigation of 
persons before being given access to Restricted Data. 
Directs the Commission to designate a Patent 
Compensation Advisory Board to consider patent 
applications for inventions or discoveries useful 
solely in the utilization of special nuclear material 
or atomic energy in an atomic weapon, 
Enumerates the activities to be undertaken by 
the Commission, Prohibits contracting on cost-plus- 
percentage of cost basis. Allows the submission of 
claims up to $5,000 (for any one claim) for the 
determination of the Commission in cases where in- 
jury or death is alleged to have been the result of 
the conduct of the program for testing weapons. 
Creates a Joint Committee on Atomic Energy to 
be composed of 18 members, 9 from the House and 9 
from the Senate appointed by the Speaker of the House 
and the President of the Senate, respectively. In 
each instance not more than 5 members shall be of 
the same political party. Directs the Joint Com- 
mittee to make continuing studies of the activities 
of the Atomic Energy Commission and of problems relat- 
ing to atomic energy; directs the Commission to keep 
the Joint Committee fully and currently informed of 
its activities.

In- 
creases the minimum benefits for old age insurance 
to $45 (now $25). Provides that benefits paid to a 
widow or widower be at least $45 per month (now 
3/4 of the amount of the spouse's primary insurance 
amount), and that a mother's benefit be at least 
$33.75 per month (now 3/4 of the primary amount of 
the deceased individual). Provides that qualified 
children of a deceased insured individual receive 
the greater of (1) 3/4 of the primary insured 
amount of the insured or (2) $33.75 per month (now 
1/2 of the primary insured amount), and in the case 
of one or more children each child shall receive 
the greater of (1) 1/2 of the amount of the primary 
insurance of the insured or (2) $22.50 and the 
greater of (1) 1/4 of the primary amount or (2) 
$11.25 divided by the number of children (now 1/2 
of primary insurance amount and 1/4 of such primary 
amount divided by the number of children). 

Extends coverage to all people who have reached 
retirement age and who as a class have been unable 
to qualify under the new-start provisions of the 
1950 amendments to the Social Security Act. Such 
insurance benefits shall be based on a presumption 
of coverage and such individual shall be presumed 
to be a fully insured individual whose average 
nonthly wage is zero and whose primary insurance 
amount is $45. Denies the special income tax ex- 
emption to individuals receiving insurance benefits 
based on presumption of coverage. Denies the pay 
of benefits to individuals living in foreign coun- 
tries and are not residents of the United States 
unless they (1) have 40 or more quarters of coverage; 
(2) are currently insured at time of eligibility to 
apply for such benefits; and (3) were residents of 
the United States for a period of three consecutive 
years immediately preceding the time of eligibility 
for applying for such benefits. Limits the payments 
of benefits to individuals on presumption of cover- 
age to those qualified individuals only for the 
month during which he is a resident of the States, 
Alaska, Hawaii, or the District of Columbia. Pro- 
hibits the payment of lump-sum payments to an indi- 
vidual who is not a resident of the United States 
at the time of the death of the insured individual. 
Also limits the payment of benefits for children of 
individuals who are not residents of the United 
States, 

Liberalizes the eligibility requirement known 
as the so called work clause by permitting an indi- 
vidual to earn $83.33 a month before any loss of 
benefits and places this amount on a yearly basis 
(now $75 a month on a monthly basis). Makes sur- 
Vivors benefits available to many fatherless children 
and their mothers where the father died without hav- 
ing become eligible for the survivors benefits. 
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Provides for deductions from remuneration by the 
Secretary on account of work by non-residents. 

Increases to $90 the minimum family benefit 
amount (now $45). Repeals the provisions of the 
Social Security Act which provides for Federal pay- 
ment to States for old age assistance and aid to 
dependent children. Provides for the following 
additional social security tax on income of persons 
under 65 years of age (with certain exemptions): 

(1) 2% from January 1, 1954 to January 1, 1960; 

(2) 2-1/2% from January 1, 1960 to January 1, 1965; 
(3) 3% from January 1, 1965 to January 1, 1970; and 
(4) 3-1/4% after December 31, 1969. Makes further 
extensions of coverage to the following groups of 
people: (1) in the domestic service not in the 
course of employer's business; (2) American citizens 
employed by American employers on foreign-flag 
vessels; (3) certain Federal employees; (4) min- 
isters; (5) internes; (6) homeworkers; (7) farmers 
and professional self-employed; and (8) employees 
covered by State or local retirement systems. Re- 
moves the social security taxes on the earnings of 
all persons over 65 if they have 40 quarters of 
coverage. 

Eliminates the three lowest years of wages in 
an individual's record from use in the computation 
of his average monthly wage. Makes numerous tech- 
nical amendments to the Internal Revenue Code and 
the Social Security Act. Preserves the relation- 
ship between Railroad Retirement and the Old Age 
and Survivors' Insurance.

An Advisory Council on 
Nutrition shall be set up. Food coupons shall’ be 
redeemed through cooperation of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, the General Accounting Office and banking 
institutions.

Premium Compensation Act of 1954 - Amends the 
Federal Employees Pay Act of 1945 by: (1) increas- 
ing the overtime rate of compensation for employees 
at the maximum scheduled rate for grade 9 and under 
at an amount equal to one and one-half times the 
hourly rate of such basic compensation; (2) increas- 
ing the overtime rate for employees whose basic 
compensation exceeds the maximum scheduled rate of 
basic compensation provided for Grade 9 to one and 


one-half times the hourly rate on compensation up 

to the amount of the maximum rate on Grade 9; (3) 
liberalizing the compensatory time provisions for 
irregular or occasional overtime work; (4) providing

(6) prohibiting premium compensation to employees 
whose rate of basic compensation exceeds the maximum 
scheduled rate provided for Grade 15; and (9) setting 
new standards for the establishment of the basic 
workweek, work schedules, and pay computations 
methods. 

Government Employees Incentive Awards Act - 
Authorizes heads of Government departments to pay 
cash awards to employees who by their suggestions, 
inventions, superior actomplishments, or other 
personal efforts contribute to the efficiency, econ- 
omy or other improvement of Government operations, 
or who perform special acts or-‘services in the pub- 
lic interest in connection with or related to their 
official employment. This award shall be in addi- 
tion to the regular compensation and the acceptance 
shall constitute an agreement that the use by the 
United States of any idea, method or device for 
which the award is made shall not form the basis 
of a further claim of any nature upon the United 
States by the employee. 

Federal Employees Uniform Allowance Act - 
Provides any civilian officer or employee of the 
United States required by regulation or law to wear 
a prescribed uniform in performance of duty, and 
who is not being furnished with such uniform, shall 
be paid an allowance for defraying the expenses of 
acquisition and upkeep at such amounts not to exceed 
$100 a year. Provides that such allowance shall not 
be considered compensation and directs the Director 
of the Bureau of the Budget to provide rules and 
regulations for the administration of this Act.

Medical Facilities Survey and Construction Act 
of 1954 - Authorizes $2 million for State surveys 
for needs for the construction of diagnostic or 
treatment centers, hospitals, rehabilitation facili- 
ties, and nursing homes; and $60 million annually 
for construction grants to States to assist public 
and nonprofit agencies in the construction of such 
facilities. Makes these grants in addition to those 
already provided in the Hospital Survey and Construc- 
tion Act and limits such grants to the fiscal years 
1955-57 so as to coincide with the duration of the 
authorizations now in the Act. 

Allots the survey grants to States on a popula- 
tion basis with a minimum allotment of $25,000. 
Requires the States to match the grants by like 
amounts and to submit applications in which they 
undertake to survey their needs of such facilities. 
Provides that the allotments and approval of con- 
struction grants be the same formula and procedures 
used in the Hospital Survey and Construction Act. 
Sets the minimum construction allotment for each 
State for diagnostic or treatment centers and chronic- 
disease hospitals at $100,000 and in the case of 
rehabilitation facilities and nursing homes at $50,- 
000. Requires all construction projects approved 
to be matched by the public or other nonprofit 
agency sponsoring the project.

H. R. 7371. Mr. Oliver P. Bolton; January 20, 1954 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides for the disposal of paid postal sav- 
ings certificates after the expiration of six years 
from the date payment thereon has been made as show 
by the Records of the Post Office Department, 


H. R. 7372. Mr. Broyhill; January 20, 1954 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Provides a cost-of-living pay adjustment for 
officers and employees whose basic rates of compen- 
sation are determined in accordance with the Classi- 
fication Act of 1949, and for postmasters, officers 
and employees in field service of the Post Office 
Department. Increases the rates of such employees 
by $100 per year if the rate of basic compensation 
is less than $2,500 per year, up to $1,200 per year 
if the rate of basic compensation is $5,000 or more 
annually, Provides that such increases shall apply 
to the limitations of $10,560 and $14,355 with res- 
pect to the salaries of secretaries ad law clerks 
of circuit and district judges.

amount of most of such fees. Provides that such 
fees shall be deposited to the credit of the Gen- 
eral Fund of the District and the Highway Fund, 
Exempts registered motor vehicles or trailers not 
comprising any part of the stock in trade of a 
merchant from the personal property tax, 

Authorizes a program of general construction 
for the District under 10 separate purposes and 
provides advancements therefor to the amount of 
$39, 750,000, 

Increases the beverage tax rates on alcoholic 
beverages imported or brought into the District and 
requires each retailer to file statements relating 
to the payment of such taxes, kind, and quantities 
of such beverages in possession, Increases the tax 
on cigarettes in the District of Columbia and re- 
quires the filing of statements relating to the tax 
paid. Increases the tax rates on insurance com- 
panies in the District of Columbia from 2 percent 
to 2-1/2 percent. Further defines certain items 
in the District Personal Property Tax Law, Provides 
an increase in Motor Vehicle Fuel Tax and the In- 
come and Franchise Tax Act of 1947. Makes certain 
clarifying amendments to the District of Columbia 
Sales Tax Act, and provides new taxes under the 
Gross Receipts and Mileage Taxes on Transportation 
Companies. Revises sections of the District of 
Columbia Code relating to collection of taxes by 
distraint and jeopardy assessments,

(amending U. S. C. 49:401].

Public Health Grant-in-Aid Amendments of 1954 -

generally in meeting the cost of their public health 
Services; (2) States in initiating extensions of, 
and improvements in, their public health services;

Provides that such grants 
be administered through the Public Health Service of 
the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare and 
provides for a limit of 10 percent of decrease in 
allotments which any State would receive in any one 
year by virtue of the formula change.

Status, or one that was previously subject to taxa- 
tion; or has been put in a tax-exempt status by 
transfer from one agency to another.

Children's Service Act of 1954 - Authorizes 
$41,500,000 annually beginning in fiscal 1956 for 
grants to assist states in: (1) meeting the costs 
of child health and welfare services, (2) initiat- 
ing extensions of, and improvements in, their child 
health and welfare services, (3) meeting the costs 
of projects directed toward the solution of child 
health and welfare problems of regional and national 
significance. Bases allotments to States for child 
health and welfare services on formula that takes 
into account both the relative child populations 
of the States and their relative fiscal resources 
as measured by per capita incomes, but assures a 
minimum allotment of $200,000 subject to reduction 
if the appropriation is below the amount authorized, 
Requires financial contribution of the States on an 
inverse ratio to fiscal resources basis with a 
minimum State share of 33-1/3 percent and a maximum 
of 66-2/3 percent.

Authorizes payments over a 6 year period 
for extension and improvement activities - 75 per- 
cent of the cost of the project for the lst 2 years, 
5O percent for the 2nd 2 years, and 25 percent of 
the cost for the final 2 years. Requires that of 
allotments to States, for child health and welfare 
services and for the extension and improvement of 
the services, 32 percent shall be available for 
maternal and health services, 29 percent for cripple 
children's services, and 19 percent for child-wel fart 
services, Delegates authority to Governor of State 
to allocate remaining 20 percent between the three 
types of services. Conditions payments to States 
on submission to and approval by Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare of separate State plans for 
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(1) maternal and child health services (2) crippled 
children's services (3) child-welfare services which 
gre substantially the same as those required by 

esent law for allotments to States for maternal 
and health services and crippled children, Condi- 
tions payments to States, for extension and improve- 
gent of the services on inclusion of specific proj- 
ets in appropriate State plans. Authorizes Secretary 
tomake grants of up to 10 percent of funds appro- 
priated for each of the first three years to State 
agencies and nonprofit institutions of higher learn- 
ing for paying part of the cost of projects which 
my make substantial contributions to the solution 
of child health and welfare problems common to 
several States or of national concern. Authorizes 
Secretary to delegate powers under Act except rule 
mking authority. Provides that no State will be 
paid less than 90 percent of the allotment it re- 
ceived in the preceding year. Effective July 1, 
1955,

Increases to $155,000,000 (now $150,000, 900) 
the amount of authorization for the prosecution of 
projects in the Columbia River Basin for flood con- 
trol and other purposes [amending Public Law 75, 
83d Congress].

and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
execute an amendatory repayment contract with the 
Pine River irrigation district, Colorado. 


i, R. 7467. Mr. Bailey; January 25, 1954 (Educa- 
tion and Labor). 


Public School Construction Act of 1954 - 
Provides Federal financial assistance to the several 
States for the construction of public elementary and 
secondary school facilities. Requires each State 
desiring to participate in the program set up by 
this bill to submit a statewide public school con- 
struction program setting forth its needs on the basis 
of a statewide inventory of existing school facilities 
and a survey of the need for additional school facili- 
ties within such State, This plan would also have to 
provide means whereby each school agency within the 
State shall have reasonable notice of the provisions 
of this Act and opportunity to apply for a project 
grant or grants, and to be heard in support of such 
application, before the State plan is approved by 
the State agency for submission to the Commissioner 
of Education of the United States Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare. Such plan would 
have to further prescribe the principles adopted 
for determining the relative priority of projects, 
and allotment of Federal and State funds to projects 
inculded in such plans, taking into account (a) the 
relative urgency of the need within the different 
reas of the State for additional school facilities 
and (b) the relative financial resources of the 
several school agencies within the State, 


H. R. 7469 


Provides that in any State in which separate 
school facilities are maintained for different 
racial groups, equitable and nondiscriminatory 
priorities and for an equitable and nondiscriminatory 
apportionment of the Federal funds received under 
this Act among such groups. 

Sets forth a formula for the allocation of 
Federal appropriations to the several States based 
on the number of school students and the per capita 
income of the State as compared to the average per 
capita income of the Nation. Provides that when 
any of the funds allotted to a State are paid into 
the State treasury they become funds of the State 
to which it was paid and that no department, agency, 
or employee of the United States shall exercise 
any direction, supervision, or control over, or 
prescribe any requirements with respect to any State 
agency, school ayency, or school to which any funds 
have been or may be paid under this Act. Authorizes 
necessary appropriations. Requires each State to 
make an annual audit of the expenditure of such 
funds and make an annual detailed statement of the 
amounts received by such States to the Congress of 
the United States. Requires that 95 percent of such 
funds appropriated be apportioned to the 48 States 
and the remainder 5 percent to other parts of the 
United States.

Authorizes the regulation of motor carrier

Provides for assisting families of moderate 
income in securing ownership of individual dwellings 
by providing technical and financial assistance to 
nonprofit cooperative ownership housing corporations. 
Directs the Housing and Home Finance Administrator 
to give such technical assistance, and authorizes 
him to make advances to the above described corpora- 
tions up to 5 percent of the estimated development 
cost of any such housing project, but limits such 
advances to $25,000,000 to be outstanding at any 
one time. Sets the interest rate on such advanced 
funds at the going Federal rate plus 1/2 of 1 per- 
cent to be paid out of the proceeds of such loan. 

Empowers the Administrator to supervise the 
National Mortgage Corporation for Housing Coopera- 
tives (the board of directors of which shall act as 
an advisory board to the Administrator) created 
hereby to coordinate the activities of such Corpora- 
tion with the housing functions and activities

agency and the general economic and fiscal policies 
of the Government. Directs the Administrator to 

(1) appoint a director of such Corporation whose 
compensation shall be $14,000, (2) take necessary 
steps to prevent speculative practices, (3) submit 
annually a budget program, (4) maintain an integral 
set of accounts to be audited annually by the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office, and (5) make an annual report 
to the President for transmission to Congress. 

Prescribes the conditions upon which the Cor- 
poration may make a mortgage loan: (1) the Admin- 
istrator shall have certified that (A) the borrower 
is a bona fide nonprofit cooperative ownership hous- 
ing Corporation or a private nonprofit corporation,

and the dwellings will meet sound standards for 
adequate family life, (D) the design or construction 
is economical; (2) the borrower shall have agreed 
with the Corporation (A) that it will not incur 
excessive charges of any excessive fees, (B) to 
establish an initial schedule of rents or charges 
to be subject to the approval of the Corporation to 
the end that such dwellings will be available to 
moderate income group families, (C) if a private, 
nonprofit corporation, to give preference in selec- 
tion of tenants to veterans displaced by low-rent 
public housing or slum-clearance projects after 
January 1, 1947, (D) to maintain the housing project 
throughout the life of the mortgage loan, and (E) 
to comply with conditions of the Corporation; and 
(3) in the case of a cooperative borrowing corpora- 
tion 50 percent of the membership must be proposed 
to be served. 

Provides that the mortgage loan shall (1) 
involve a principal obligation not exceeding the 
housing development cost as determined by the Admin- 
istrator, (2) provide for complete amortization with- 
in a 50 year period, or up to 60 years in the case 
of refinanced loans. Authorizes the corporation to 
have obligations outstanding, on and after July l, 
1954, up to $250,000,000, and provides for amounts 
up to $750,000,000, after July 1, 1955. 

Prescribes that any loan contract shall pro- 
vide for payment to employees under such contract 
commensurate with prevailing local salaries, Limits 
expenditures hereunder to 10 percent in any one 
State. 

Increases to 4/5 (now 2/3) the amount of capital 
grants which the Administrator may make to local 
public agencies for slum clearance and urban re- 
development. 

Transfers functions, powers, and duties of the 
Housing and Home Finance Administrator to the heads 
of constituent agencies of the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency, which heads shall be appointed by 
the President at a rate of $15,000 per year. 

Requires warranty on single or two-family 
dwellings before a mortgage shall be insured or 
guaranteed under the National Housing Act or the 
Servicemen's Readjustment Act that such is construct- 
ed in substantial conformity with the plans and 
specifications upon which the Federal Housing 


Commissioner or the Administrator of Veterans' 
Affairs based his valuation of the dwelling. 

Makes available $100,000,000 for direct hous- 
ing loans until June 30, 1957. Extends the author- 


ity of the Administrator to make direct home or fam 
house loans under the Servicemen's Readjustment Act 
to June 30, 1957 (now 1954) and increases amount 
available for this purpose to $650,000,000 (now 
$150,000,000) [amending U. S. C. 42:1453, 1454], 


H. R. 7470. Mr. Budge; January 25, 1954 (Judiciary), 

Authorizes extension of patent of persons 
serving in Armed Forces during World War II, in 
certain instances, upon application therefor within 
one year from this amendment [amending U. S. C. 
35:115]. 


H. R. 7471. Mr. Cederberg; January 25, 1954 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the regulation of motor carrier

Establishes a Federal Board of Hospitalization 
composed of the Secretaries of Defense and Interior, 
the Attorney General, the Director of the Bureau 
of the Budget, the Federal Security Administrator, 
the Administrator of General Services Administra- 
tion, and the Administrator of Veterans' Affairs 
who is designated Chairman, Directs the Board to 
initiate studies of and analyze and review the 
hospital, convalescent, and domiciliary activities 
of all departments and agencies of the Federal 
government. Requires recommendations of the Board 
accompanied by substantiating data in support of 
the proposal to be transmitted for the consideratia 
by the President.

Washington Metropolitan Area Transit Act - 
Establishes the Washington Metropolitan Area Transit 
Commission composed of three Commissioners to be 
appointed by the President, by and with the advice 
aid consent of the Senate. Transfers to the Com- 
nission all functions and regulations of the Public 
Wtilities Commission of the District of Columbia 
with respect to the transportation of passengers by 
mtor vehicle and street railways in the Washington 
Ketropolitan Area.

Housing Act of 1954 - Reinstates the provisions 
of the Housing Act of 1937 relating to the construc- 
tion of low-rent housing. 

Provides for assisting families of moderate 
jncome in securing ownership of individual dwellings 
by providing technical and financial assistance to 


nonprofit cooperative ownership housing corporations. 


Directs the Housing and Home Finance Administrator 
to give such technical assistance, and authorizes 
him to make advances to the above described cor- 
porations up to S percent of the estimated develop- 
gent cost of any such housing project, but limits 
such advances to $25,000,000 to be outstanding at 
any one time, Sets the interest rate on such 
advanced funds at the going Federal rate plus 1/2 
of 1 percent to be paid out of the proceeds of such 
loan.

The Commission shall be 
responsible for the issuance of visas, admission of 
aliens, prevention of illegal entries, deportations, 
adjustments of status of aliens, investigation of 
petitions for citizenship, and institution of pro- 
ceedings with respect to various aspects of citizen- 
ship. Grants the Commission authority to establish 
overseas offices and to issue rules and regulations

to carry out these functions. Removes the immigra. 
tion and naturalization functions from the State 
and Justice Departments, 

Creates a 9-member Board of Visa and Immigra- 
tion Appeals, appointed for 9-year terms by the 
President with Senate approval, to review all peti- 
tions for determinations relating to visas, rules 
and regulations of the Commission, and provisions 
and regulations of this Act. 

Subjects all proceedings of the Commission and 
the Board to the Administrative Procedure Act. All] 
final orders of the Board, except visa denials, 
shall be subject to limited review by a United State 
court of appeals. 

Title II (Quota System) - Provides that the 
total annual number of quota immigrant visas to be 
issued shall be one-sixth of one percent of the 
United States population as determined by the most 
recent decennial census. Establishes the follow- 
ing preference groups: Family Unification (25-35 
percent), Occupational (5-10 percent), Asylum (15- 
25 percent), National Interest (20-25 percent), and 
Newcomer (not less than 20 percent). Subject to the 
approval of the President, the Commission shall 
annually determine, within the proportions noted, 
the number of quota visas to be issued within each 
group. Quota visas unused on December 31 shall be 
reallocated to the Newcomer group, or to such other 
groups as the Commission directs, within the maxi- 
mums fixed. During a declared national emergency 
the President may suspend or reallocate quota visas 
without regard to percentage limitations. 

Visas within the Newcomer group shall be issued 
on a first-come-first-serve basis, and within the 
remaining groups under such priorities as the Com- 
mission may determine. A minimum of one-half of 
one percent of the Newcomer visas shall be assigned 
to each nation (independent state, self-governing 
dominion, mandated or trust territory, colony, 
possession, or dependency) having a population of 
200,000 to be used by citizens or residents of that 
nation. Restricts the number of Newcomer visas to 
be issued annually to any one nation to 10 percent 
of the total allotted to the Newcomer group. 

Authorizes the issuance of 300,000 emergency 
quota visas over the next three years as follows: 
75,000-100,000 each to German ethnic expellees and 
persons living in Italy and Trieste; 15,000-25,000 
each to residents of Greece and the Netherlands; 
and 15,000-100,000 to racial, religious, political, 
or physical persecution refugees of World War II, 
with a preference to persons who qualified under th 
Displaced Persons Act of 1948 (62 Stat. 1009), but 
were not admitted because of unavailability of visa 
The total number of quota visas for a calendar year 
shall be reduced by the number of emergency visas 
issued in that year. 

Title III (Immigration and Deportation) - 
Broadens the list of excludible aliens to include 
an alien who is seeking entry to engage in activitit 
prejudicial to the United States, who has been com 
victed of violating narcotics laws, who would 
actually displace an American worker, who has been 
convicted of a crime involving moral turpitude, or 
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against whom there remains open and undisposed of 
acharge of such a crime, who has advocated or taught, 
or been affiliated with any organization which advo- 
cates or teaches subversive doctrine, unless such 
activities were terminated at least 5 years prior 

to the application for admission and the admission 
would not be against the public interest, and who 

has aided illegal entries. 

Assures admission to an alien issued a visa or 
reentry permit, unless one of several contingencies 
gcurs: the visa or rentry permit was procured by 
fraud, new evidence indicates that the alien was not 
entitled to the document, the alien was a stowaway, 
etc, Requires the examination and inspection of all 
arriving aliens, other than those who are not exclud- 
ible, and the prompt deportation of those not en- 
titled to admission. Provides that aliens lawfully 
admitted shall be deported if they obtained admis- 
sion through fraud, entered without inspection, 
violated a condition of admission, become public 
charges within 5 years after admission for reasons 
not arising after admission, are convicted of a 
crime involving moral turpitude within 5 years after 
entry and sentenced and confined for one year, are 
sentenced more than once for such crimes within 10 
years after entry, convicted at any time after entry 
of any crime involving commercialized vice or 
narcotic traffic, or, within 5 years prior to the 
issuance of a warrant of arrest in deportation pro- 
ceedings, advocated or taught or were affiliated with 
organizations which advocated or taught subversive 
doctrines, However, such an exclusion or deporta- 
tion may be effected only after a hearing and only 
om the basis of the record adduced at the hearing. 

Prohibits the deportation of an alien: (1) 
lawfully admitted for residence prior to his 14th 
birthday, (2) who has lived in the United States for 
20 years or more other than as a nonimmigrant or a 
fugitive from a criminal charge, the conviction of 
which would be a ground for deportation, or (3) for 
an act or omission to act or a criminal conviction 
which occurred more than ten years prior to the 
issuance of the warrant for arrest in a deportation 
proceeding. 

Permits aliens who are to be deported to select 
the country to which they wish to go, if the country 
in question will receive them, unless the choice will 
be prejudicial to the interests of the United States. 
If the alien cannot produce his acceptance by a 
country of his own choosing, the Commission will 
arrange the deportation. Prohibits the deportation 
of an alien to any nation in which he would be sub- 
jected to persecution because of his race, religion, 
political beliefs. 

Subjects alien crewmen to immigration laws 
governing issuance of visas, admission, exclusion 
md deportation of aliens generally, Authorizes 
the Commission to waive any provision which would 
otherwise bar a crewman from admission and permit 
his temporary landing, if it will not endanger the 
health and safety of the United States. 

Requires the registration of every alien 16 
years or older, or if under 16, his registration by

his parent or guardian, who remains in the United 
States for 30 days or more, Requires registered 
aliens within the United States on January 1 of 

any year to notify the Attorney General of his 
current address and any other additional information 
required. Registered aliens shall also notify the 
Attorney General of any change of address within 30 
days after the change is made, Any willful failure 
or refusal to comply with these registration require- 
ments or any fraudulent compliance shall be subject 
to criminal penalties. Establishes in the office 

of the Commission a central index of all aliens 
admitted into or excluded from the United States, 
and makes available to the Commission, any records 
of any agency as to the identity and location of 

any aliens in the United States. 

Title IV (Citizenship and Naturalization) - 
Broadens the category of citizens at birth and 
abolishes the distinction between citizens and 
nationals. Provides general requirements for 
naturalization and requires that the petitioner 
have an understanding of the English language, 
including the ability to read and speak it, with 
certain exceptions, have a knowledge and under- 
standing of the fundamental history, principles, and 
form of government of the United States, have been 
a resident of the United States for 5 years prior 
to filing the petition, with certain exceptions, 
and be a person of good moral character, attached 
to the principles of the Constitution, and well dis- 
posed to the good order and happiness of the United 
States. 

Extends the list of persons ineligible for 
naturalization to include an alien who within 5 
years prior to filing petitions, or at any time 
subsequent thereto, advocated or taught or was 
affiliated with any organization which advocated or 
taught subversive doctrine, and, an alien who applied 
for and was granted an exemption or discharge from 
the armed services of the United States or the 
National Security Training Corps, on the ground that 
he was an alien, 

Provides that any alien who resides in the 
United States for one year following his lawful 
admission shall be considered as permanently resid- 
ing in the United States notwithstanding temporary 
absences to perform bona fide religious functions, 
or services for the United States Government, a 
public’ international organization of which the United 
States is a member, an American research institu- 
tion or philanthropic agency, or certain American 
corporations. 

Permits the spouse of a citizen to be natural- 
ized after one year of residence and permits child- 
ren (including adopted children) under the age of 
18 to apply for derivative citizenship. Permits 
naturalization on an affirmation rather than by an 
oath in the case of a person whose religion forbids 
the taking of an oath. 

Provides procedure for naturalization and the 
revocation of such naturalization, and authorizes 
the cancellation of naturalization where it appears 
to the Commission that naturalization was obtained

illegally or fraudulently, but prohibits the insti- 
tution of a revocation proceeding more than ten 
years after the naturalization order was issued. 
Limits the causes for loss of citizenship to 
(1) renunciation of United States citizenship, (2) 
obtaining naturalization in a foreign country, (3) 
desertion in time of war, (4) leaving the country 
to avoid military service, (5) conviction for trea- 
son, or (6) attempting to overthrow the United 
States Government by force of arms. Loss of citizen- 
ship, in the case of voluntarily taking an oath of 
allegiance, or serving in the armed forces of a 
foreign state after having acquired its nationality, 
may only result from a decree of a United States 
court in a proceeding brought by the Commission for 
forfeiture of citizenship in which the Commission 
sustained the burden of proving the alleged acts. 
Permits a person with respect to whose citizen- 
ship the United States has raised a substantial 
doubt, to institute a suit for a declaratory judg- 
ment as to his citizenship. Requires the Commis- 
sion, if such person is outside the United States 
and the court finds that the suit was instituted 
in good faith and has a substantial basis, to issue 
a certificate of identity to allow such person to 
enter the United States to prosecute his suit. 
Title V (Miscellaneous) - Establishes a 14- 
member Joint Committee on Immigration and Natural- 
ization Policy composed of members of the Judiciary.

Provides that in any State in which separate 
school facilities are maintained for different racial 
groups, equitable and nondiscriminatory priorities 
and for an equitable and nondiscriminatory apportion- 
ment of the Federal funds received under this Act 
among such groups. 

Sets forth a formula for the allocation of 
Federal appropriations to the several States based 
on the number of school students and the per capita 
income of the State as compared to the average per 
capita income of the Nation. Provides that when 
any of the funds allotted to a State are paid into 
the State treasury they become funds of the State to 
which it was paid and that no department, agency, or

deemed to have died as fully insured individuals.

In order to concentrate increased consumption 
upon surplus food or foods which are most needed 
in diets, coupon holders may be required to use 
one-third of the face value of their coupons for 
specifically designated foods or to buy any one of 
a group of foods, or there may be included with 
coupons that are sold, other coupons which may be 
exchanged for specifically designated foods. Not 
more than 10 percent of the aggregate value of 
coupons issued shall be free coupons, The facilities 
and services of the Department of Agriculture may 
be used, regional and local offices established, 
and agreements made to use private and public agen- 
cies. An Advisory Council on Nutrition shall be 
set up. Food coupons shall be redeemed through 
cooperation of the Treasury Department, the General 
Accounting Office and banking institutions. 

Review of law and fact by United States district 
courts is provided for persons aggrieved by deter- 
minations of the Administrator. 

Requires the Secretary to render semi-annual 
reports to Congress describing the operations of 
the food-allotment plan, and the effectiveness of 
alternative arrangements, procedures, and methods 
of administration used in carrying out the program,

Includes maintenance and operation of ditches, 
canals, reservoirs, and waterways when maintained 
and operated for farm purposes within the definition 
of agriculture for purposes of the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act [amending U, S. C, 29:203, 213].

(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Extends for life the restrictions against the 
alienation, lease, mortgage, or other encumbrance 
of lands allotted to or purchased for Indians of 
the Five Civilized Tribes in Oklahoma (now to 
April 26, 1956). 


H. R. 7773. Mr. Frelinghuysen; February 8, 1954 
(Ways and Means). 


Increases to $800 (now $300) the value of 
articles acquired abroad by residents of the United 
States which may be brought into this country with- 
out payment of duty [amending U. S. C. 19:1001, 
par. 1798]. 


H. R. 7774, Mr. Hagen of Minnesota; February 8, 
1954 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Federal Employees Incentive Awards Act - 
Establishes a uniform system for the granting of 
incentive awards to officers and employees of the 
United States by: (1) authorizing the heads of 
each Government department to prepare an incentive- 
awards plan in accordance with regulations, etc., 
prescribed by the Civil Service Commission; (2) 
granting monetary awards, recognition, etc., to the 
Federal employees and officers in the discretion of 
the head of the department for efficiency, economy, 
suggestions, inventions, superior accomplishments, 
or other meritorious personal efforts; (3) directing 
the Civil Service Commission to inspect and review 
the operation of all such plans; (4) establishing 


an incentive-awards office within the Civil Service 
Commission to operate such programs; (5) directing 
the Civil Service Commission to report annually to 
the Congress of the operation of such programs; 
and (6) limiting such monetary awards to $5,000 
without approval of the Civil Service Commission,

National Wool Act of 1954 - Declares policy of 
Congress to encourage annual domestic production of 
approximately 300,000,000 pounds of shorn wool and 
approximately 12,000,000 pounds of mohair, grease 
basis. Directs price supports for wool and mohair 
through the Commodity Credit Corporation at such 
level as the Secretary of Agriculture shall deter- 
mine will maintain normal marketing practices and 
the desired levels of production, Authorizes the 
Secretary of Agriculture to enter into agreements 
with organized units handling wool, mohair, sheep 
or goats or the products thereof for the purpose of 
conducting a national, State, or regional basis 
advertising and sales promotion program,

H. R. 7778. Mr. King of California; February 8, 
1954 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Rescinds the Postmaster General's order of 
April 17, 1950, curtailing certain postal services. 


H, R. 7779. Mr. King of Pennsylvania; February 8, 
1954 (Ways and Means), 


Exempts from the Federal income taxes relating 
to unrelated trade or business the income pertain- 
ing to the selling of the products of agricultural 
operations or of processing equipment connected 
therewith by a charitable trust established by devise 
or bequest prior to July 1, 1950, and operated pur- 
suant to authority granted by the will creating it 
if its average net income of the taxable year does 
not exceed 20 percent of the average net income of 
such trust over the last five years. Limits these 
exemptions to the years preceding June 30, 1965 
[amending U. S. C. 26:422(b)]. 





H, R. 7780. Mr. Lesinski; February 8, 1954 (Post

Grants longevity pay-step-increases to Federal 
employees on an equal basis upon the completion by 
such employees of 10, 13, and 16 years of service, 
respectively. Provides that such employees shall not 
be entitled to such increases while holding a posi- 
tion in any grade above grade 15 of the general 
schedule, and provides that not more than three suc- 
cessive longevity step-increases may be granted any 
officer or employee, etc. [amending U. S. C. 5:1123].

Act for Payment to Local Taxing Authorities - 
Grants consent to State and local governments to tax 
any defense production facility acquired since June

status, or one that was previously subject to taxa- 
tion; or has been put in a tax-exempt status by trans- 
fer from one agency to another.

is attributable to that military service,

and April 6, 1917, and to their widows and minor 
children, all the rights and benefits of World War 
I veterans.

H. R. 7785. Mr. Rees of Kansas; February 8, 1954 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Makes permanent the increases in regular annuities 
under the Civil Service Retirement Act which were 
granted by Public Law 555, 82d Congress (now limited 
to time received before October 1, 1952) and extends 
such increases to additional annuities purchased by 
voluntary contributions [amending U. S. C. 5:736(c)]. 


H. R. 7786. Mr. Rees of Kansas; February 8, 1954 
(Judiciary). ° 
Changes the name of the legal holiday known as 
"Armistice Day" (November 11) to "Veterans Day" 
[amending U. S. C. 5:87a]. 


H. R. 7787, Mr. Rees of Kansas; February 8, 1954 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides that any former employee to whom the 
Civil Service Retirement Act would have applied if 
he had remained in the service and who (1) was 
separated from the service prior to the expiration 
of the 90 days next succeeding May 22, 1920 after 
having rendered at least 10 years of service allow- 
able under such Act and (2) shall have attained or 
shall hereafter attain the age of 62, shall be paid 
an annuity under the Act [amending U. S. C. 5:691].

Provides that members of the Armed Forces 
appointed as cadets at the United States Military

Authorizes the 
Commissioner of Public Roads to enter into agreements 
with the States as may be necessary to the planning 
and construction of present and future sections of 
such highways and the integration thereof into the 
highway systems of such States, and to enter into 
agreements with other Federal and State agencies to 
secure their assistance in acquiring areas adjacent 
to such Great River Road. Limits Federal expenditure 
for such areas not to exceed 10 percent of Federal- 
aid funds unmatched by the States.

Provides for the establishment of a policy of 
placing procurement contracts in those 12 States

Amends provisions for determining the register 
tonnage of vessels built within the United States, 
with respect to the space occupied by the propelling 
machinery of vessels which are screw propelled, and 
vessels which are propelled by paddle wheels [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 46:77f]. 


Hl. R. 7792. Mr. Tollefson (by request); February 8, 
1954 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Extends the rights for settlement of damage claims 
of military and civilian personnel to survivors of de- 
ceased Claimants. Extends the period of time for com- 
mencement of such claims from one year to two years 
after accident or incident [amending U.S.C. 14:490]. 


H. R. 7793. Mr. Westland; February 8, 1954 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes the improvement of Anacortes Harbor, 
Washington, in accordance with the recommendation of 
the Board of Engineers for Rivers and Harbors dated 
June 26, 1953. 


H. R. 7794. Mr. Westland; February 8, 1954 (Public 


Works). 
Authorizes the improvement of Neah Bay Harbor, 


Washington, in accordance with the report and recom- 
mendations of the Board of Engineers for Rivers and 
Harbors. 


H. R. 7795. Mr. Wolverton (by request); February 8, 
1954 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Amends the Communications Act (66 Stat. 715-716) 
in order to provide that when protests of grants of 
instruments of authorization without hearing are filed, 
a request may be made that the order so granted be set 
aside. Provides that any protest so filed shall be 
served on the grantee. 


H. R. 7810. Mr. Battle; February 9, 1954 (Armed 
Services). 
Enables mothers and widows of deceased members of 


the Armed Forces now interred in cemeteries outside 
the continental United States or in Alaska to make 
pilgrimages to such cemeteries. 


H. R. 7811. Mr. Chatham; February 9, 1954 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Provides that the Small Business Administration is 
empowered, subject to limitations, to make loans to, 
and purchase the securities and obligations of, (1) 
States, municipalities, and political subdivisions of 
States, (2) public agencies and instrumentalities of 
one or more States, municipalities, and political sub- 
divisions of States, and (3) public corporations, 
boards, and commissions. Authorizes appropriations 
for such administration not to exceed $300,000,000 
(now $275,000,000). Provides that out of such funds 
not more than $25,000,000 in the aggregate shall be 
outstanding at any one time for the purposes of making 
such loans and to purchase such securities and obliga- 
tions. Raises the maximum amount of a loan available 
in order to enable small-business concerns to finance 
plant construction, conversion, etc., to $500,000 
(now $150,000) [amending 67 Stat. 232-240]. 


H. R. 7812, Mr. Cunningham; February 9, 1954 
(Veterans' Affairs). 


Increases the annual income limitations govern- 
ing the payment of pensions to veterans for disabili- 
ties or death not the result of service to $2,700 
for an unmarried veteran or a veteran with children 
to $4,000. Provides that the annual income limita- 
tions of certain widows and children of deceased 
veterans shall not exceed $2,700 to any widow without 
child, or to a child of such veteran or $4,000 to any 
widow with a child or children [amending U.S.C. 38:

thereafter for grants to States for aid ($60 a month) 
to those persons who are totally disabled, whose 
rehabilitation is not feasible, and who are without 


means of support. The Secretary may suspend grants 
to States, after notice and hearing, if he finds 
that the State is failing to comply substantially with 
the specified conditions. 

Authorizes $5,000,000 for fiscal year ending

Provides that payments 
may be made to the States for approved rehabilita- 
tion centers which comply with specified conditions 
and which the Administrator determines feasible and 
needed in the locality. Such contribution may cover 
half the necessary cost of establishing such public 
or nonprofit centers, and half the necessary admin- 
istrative costs. Provides for suspension of con- 
tribution for noncompliance with specified conditions, 
and for noncooperation with related Federal and 
State agencies. Provides that if any rehabilitation 
center ceases to be a public or nonprofit organiza- 
tion within 20 years after establishment, the Fed- 
eral Government shall be entitled to recover one- 
half its then value, but not exceeding the amount 
paid the State with respect to such center. Creates 
the "Federal Second Injury Fund" to relieve employers 
from the burden of paying workmen's compensation cost 
in the case of a second or subsequent injury, which 
is not fairly attributable to the disability caused 
by such injury.

Dairy Production Act of 1954 - Creates a 45- 
member Federal Dairy Council, to be appointed by the 
President, and composed of representatives of milk 
producers, consumer groups, and milk and dairy 
product distributors, at $15 per diem for each days 
attendance at Council meetings, for a five-year 
term (except as to initial appointees), to encourage 
a stable, prosperous, and productive dairy program. 
Divides the United States geographically into ten 
Federal dairy districts, each of which is entitled 
to 3 places on the Council, which places shall be 
filled by milk producer representatives, the con- 
sumer and processor-distributor representatives not 
to be strictly representative of any dairy district. 
Directs the Council to meet quarterly, and provides 
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for the selection within the Council's membership of 
an executive committee to be known as the Federal 
Dairy Board, the membership of which shall be com- 
pensated at the per annum rate of $10,000 and who 
shall have a like five-year term, 

Provides for delegation to the Board of all 
power and authority exercised by the Council except 
that of setting (1) production goals, (2) adjusted 
price levels, and (3) amount of adjusted price fee. 
Requires the Board to make an annual review of the 
amount of dairy products on hand, estimate future 
production and market conditions, and recommend a 
minimum and maximum production goal subject to the 
Council's approval. Authorizes the Board to establish 
maximum imports to insure adequate consumer supplies, 
or to invoke quotas if the maximum production goal 
will be exceeded but only where anticipated supplies 
in any one calendar year exceed 105 percent of the 
previous 5-year average of total production or if 
anticipated supplies for the marketing year will be 
more than 5 percent of the maximum production goal. 
Empowers the Board to distribute surplus production 
to (1) the needy, (2) charitable institutions, or 
(3) foreign relief agencies, or to compete therewith 
in world trade. Limits use of such surplus com- 
modities for advertising to 1/2 of 1 percent of the 
total production. Transfers powers of the Secretary 
of Agriculture relating to milk and its products 
marketing agreements to the Board, 

Directs the Board, through the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, to support prices to the producers at 
100 percent of the adjusted price level, the adjusted 
prices to be established and announced annually with 
consideration, in determining the adjusted price, of 
the policy hereof and the cost of producing milk 
based on the support level or market price for feed 
crops which affect the cost of milk production. 
Authorizes the Board, through the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, to remove from the channels of domestic 
consumption all dairy products which cannot be 
absorbed. Sets up a schedule of adjusted price fees 
which shall be paid by milk and dairy product producers 
and importers as a cost of operating the adjusted 
price program.

ing the expansion of foreign trade in agricultural 
commodities produced in the United States by provid- 
ing a means whereby surplus agricultural commodities 
in excess of the normal trade in such commodities 
may be sold through private trade channels, and 
foreign currencies accepted in payment therefor. In 
furtherance of this policy the President is author- 
ized to negotiate agreements with friendly nations,

stocks which may be offered for sale and the terms 
of such sale, (2) order the transfer of funds from 
the Commodity Credit Corporation to the Export- 
Import Bank of Washington to convert foreign cur- 
rencies into dollars, (3) to order the Commodity 
Credit Corporation to sell to domestic exporters, 
surplus agricultural commodities acquired in the 
administration of its price-support programs, and 
to deliver such commodities as may be sold at such 
places within the United States as may be prescribed, 
For the purpose of making payment to Commodity Credit 
Corporation for costs incurred by it to carry out 
tie provisions of this Act, the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to cancel notes of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation in amounts equal to funds 
transferred under (2) above. The authority to make 
sales and loans under this Act terminates June 30,

Food allotment coupons of various monetary values 
shall be issued to householders (on the basis of size 
and income classification) whose normal food expend- 
itures are less than the reasonable cost of a pre- 
scribed food allotment. Prices for coupons (other 
than free coupons) shall be so fixed that the cost 
of coupons required to purchase the basic food allot- 
ment for a household shall not be more than 40 per- 
cent of their face value, whichever is the greater. 
Unemployed male members of a household applying for 
coupons who are between 16 and 25 years of age may 
be required to show registration at an employment 
office and that employment has not been refused within 
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the past 6 weeks. Discrimination in the issuance 
and utilization of such coupons because of race, 
religious creed, etc., is prohibited. 

In order to concentrate increased consumption 
upon surplus food or foods which are most needed in 
diets, coupon holders may be required to use one- 
third of the face value of their coupons for specif- 
ically designated foods or to buy any one of a group 
of foods, or there may be included with coupons that 
are sold, other coupons which may be exchanged for 
specifically designated foods. Not more than 10 
percent of the aggregate value of coupons issued shall 
be free coupons. The facilities and services of the 
Department of Agriculture may be used, regional and 
local offices established, and agreements made to 
use private and public agencies. An Advisory Council 
on Nutrition shall be set up. Food coupons shall be 
redeemed through cooperation of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, the General Accounting Office and banking 
institutions, 

Review of law and fact by United States district 
courts is provided for persons aggrieved by deter- 
minations of the Administrator. 

Requires the Secretary to render semi-annual 
reports to Congress describing the operations of the 
food-allotment plan, and the effectiveness of alter- 
native arrangements, procedures, and methods of admin- 
istration used in carrying out the program.

information on the organizational, actuarial, and 
other problems of health service prepayment plans, 
make the result of such studies and information 
available and provide to sponsors of such plans, 
without charge, organizational and other technical 
advice and information, including information on 
morbidity and organizational methods. 

Designs this program to be self-sustaining, over 
a reasonable term, through insurance premiums paid 
into a revolving reinsurance fund. Authorizes $25, - 
000,000 to a capital-advance account to be available 
without fiscal-year limitations as a line of credit 
for advances of working capital to the reinsurance 
fund. Permits the reinsurance premiums to be fixed 
by the Secretary at rates determined with a view to 
achieving the objectives of the Act and fiscal self- 
sufficiency over a reasonable term, Limits the pay- 
ment of liabilities arising under such contracts 
from the fund. Directs that such fund be invested 
in Federal or Federally-guaranteed interest-bearing 
securities. 

Prohibits reinsurance for a plan unless: (1) 
the applicant carrier is operating according to law; 





(2) the carrier is financially sound and operates 

in a manner which entitles it to public confidence; 
(3) the plan is sound; (4) the reinsurance of the 
plan will promote the purposes of the Act; (5) the 
carrier agrees to submit such reports concerning 

its operations as the Secretary may reasonably re- 
quire; (6) the carrier has agreed to the premium 
rate; and (7) the carrier agrees to comply with the 
terms and conditions, etc. Permits the Secretary 

in granting reinsurance to specify: (1) minimum 
benefits; (2) safeguards against undue exclusions of 
preexisting conditions, etc.; (3) standards for 
deductible and co-insurance provisions, limits of 
maximum liability, waiting periods of benefits, etc,;

Title I (General) - Establishes a 3-member 
lmigration and Naturalization Commission, appointed 
y the President with Senate approval, to administer 
ad enforce the immigration and citizenship laws, 
the tenure of the Commission shall be at the pleasure 
ithe President. The Commission shall be responsible 
fr the issuance of visas, admission of aliens, pre- 
vention of illegal entries, deportations, adjustments 
if status of aliens, investigation of petitions for 
titizenship, and institution of proceedings with 
tespect to various aspects of citizenship, Grants 
‘te Commission authority to establish overseas offices 
Md to issue rules and regulations to carry out these 
{mctions. Removes the immigration and naturalization 
lmctions from the State and Justice Departments.

Visas within the Newcomer group shall be issued 
on a first-come-first-serve basis, and within the 
remaining groups under such priorities as the Commis- 
sion may determine, A minimum of one-half of one 
percent of the Newcomer visas shall be assigned to 
each nation (independent state, self-governing 
dominion, mandated or trust territory, colony, pos- 
session, or dependency) having a population of 200, - 
000, to be used by citizens or residents of that 
nation, Restricts the number of Newcomer visas to 
be issued annually to any one nation to 10 percent 
of the total allotted to the Newcomer group. 

Title III (Immigration and Deportation) - 
Broadens the list of excludible aliens to include an 
alien who is seeking entry to engage in activities 
prejudicial to the United States, who has been con- 
victed of violating narcotics laws, who would actually 
displace an American worker, who has been convicted 
of a crime involving moral turpitude, or against 
whom there remains open and undisposed of a charge 
of such a crime, who has advocated or taught, or 
been affiliated with any organization which advocates 
or teaches subversive doctrine, unless such activities 
were terminated at least 5 years prior to the appli- 
cation for admission and the admission would not be 
against the public interest, and who has aided illegal 
entries, 

Assures admission to an alien issued a visa or 
reentry permit, unless one of several contingencies 
occurs: the visa or reentry permit was procured by 
fraud, new evidence indicates that the alien was not 
entitled to the document, the alien was a stowaway, 
etc. Requires the examination and inspection of all 
arriving aliens, other than those who are not exclud- 
ible, and the prompt deportation of those not entitled 
to admission, Provides that aliens lawfully admitted 
shall be deported if they obtained admission through 
fraud, entered without inspection, violated a con- 
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dition of admission, become public charges within 5

years after admission for reasons not arising after 
admission, are convicted of a crime involving moral 
turpitude within 5 years after entry and sentenced 

and confined for one year, are sentenced more than 
once for such crimes within 10 years after entry, 
convicted at any time after entry of any crime 
involving commercialized vice or narcotic traffic, 

or, Within 5 years prior to the issuance of a warrant 
of arrest in deportation proceedings, advocated or 
taught or were affiliated with organizations which 
advocated or taught subversive doctrines. However, 
such an exclusion or deportation may be effected 

only after a hearing and only on the basis of the 
record adduced at the hearing. 

Prohibits the deportation of an alien: (1) law- 
fully admitted for residence prior to his 14th birth- 
day, (2) who has lived in the United States for 20 
years or more other than as a nonimmigrant or a 
fugitive from a criminal charge, the conviction of 
which would be a ground for deportation, or (3) for 
an act or a criminal conviction which occurred more 
than ten years prior to the issuance of the warrant 
for arrest in a deportation proceeding. 

Permits aliens who are to be deported to select 
the country to which they wish to go, if the country 
in question will receive them, unless the choice 
will be prejudicial to the interests of the United 
States. If the alien cannot produce his acceptance 
by a country of his own choosing, the Commission will 
arrange the deportation. Prohibits the deportation 
of an alien to any nation in which he would be sub- 
jected to persecution because of his race, religion, 
or political beliefs. 

Subjects alien crewmen to immigration laws 
governing issuance of visas, admission, exclusion 
and deportation of aliens generally. Authorizes the 
Commission to waive any provisions which would other- 
wise bar a crewman from admission and permit his 
temporary landing, if it will not endanger the health 
and safety of the United States. 

Requires the registration of every alien 16 
years or older, or if under 16, his registration by 
his parent or guardian, who remains in the United 
States for 30 days or more, Requires registered 
aliens within the United States on January 1 of any 
year to notify the Attorney General of his current 
address and any other additional information required. 
Registered aliens shall also notify the Attorney 
General of any change of address within 30 days after 
the change is made, Any willful failure or refusal 
to comply with these registration requirements or 
any fraudulent compliance shall be subject to crim- 
inal penalties. Establishes in the office of the 
Commission a central index of all aliens admitted 
into or excluded from the United States, and makes 
available to the Commission, any records of any 
agency as to the identity and location of any aliens 
in the United States. 

Title IV (Citizenship and Naturalization) - 
Broadens the category of citizens at birth and 
abolishes the distinction between citizens and 
nationals. Provides general requirements for natural- 
ization and requires that the petitioner have an 
understanding of the English language, including the 
ability to read and speak it, with certain exceptions, 
have a knowledge and understanding of the fundamental 
history, principles, and form of government of the 
United States, have been a resident of the United 
States for 5 years prior to filing the petition, with 


certain exceptions, and be a person of good moral 
character, attached to the principles of the Constj- 
tution, and well disposed to the good order and 
happiness of the United States. 

Extends the list of persons ineligible for 
naturalization to include an alien who within 5 
years prior to filing petitions, or at any time sub. 
sequent thereto, advocated or taught or was affiljaty 
with any organization which advocated or taught sub- 
versive doctrine, and, an alien who applied for and 
was granted an exemption or discharge from the armed 
services of the United States or the National Secur- 
ity Training Corps, on the ground that he was an 
alien, 

Provides that any alien who resides in the 
United States for one year following his lawful 
admission shall be considered as permanently resid- 
ing in the United States notwithstanding temporary 
absences to perform bona fide religious functions, 
or services for the United States Government, a pub- 
lic international organization of which the United 
States is a member, an American research institution 
or philanthropic agency, or certain American corpors- 
tions. 

Permits the spouse of a citizen to be natural- 
ized after one year of residence and permits chil- 
dren (including adopted children) under the age of 
18 to apply for derivative citizenship. Permits 
naturalization on an affirmation rather than by an 
oath in the case of a person whose religion forbids 
the taking of an oath. 

Provides procedure for naturalization and the 
revocation of such naturalization, and authorizes 
the cancellation of naturalization where it appears 
to the Commission that naturalization was obtained 
illegally or fraudulently, but prohibits the insti- 
tution of a revocation proceeding more than ten 
years after the naturalization order was issued, 

Limits the causes for loss of citizenship to 
(1) renunciation of United States citizenship, (2) 
obtaining naturalization in a foreign country, (3) 
desertion in time of war, (4) leaving the country 
to avoid military service, (5) conviction for trea- 
son, or (6) attempting to overthrow the United States 
Government by force of arms. Loss of citizenship,

Permits a person with respect to whose citizen- 
ship the United States has raised a substantial doubt 
to institute a suit for a declaratory judgment as to 
his citizenship. Requires the Commission, if such 
person is outside the United States and the court 
finds that the suit was instituted in good faith ané 
has a substantial basis, to issue a certificate of 
identity to allow such person to enter the United 
States to prosecute his suit. 

Title VY (Miscellaneous) - Establishes a 14- 
member Joint Committee on Immigration and Naturaliz 
tion Policy composed of members of the Judiciary, 
Foreign Relation, and Labor and Public Welfare Con 
mittees of the Senate, and members of the Judiciary, 
Foreign Affairs, and Education and Labor Committees 
of the House of Representatives. The Joint Committt 
shall make a continuous study of the administration 
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of this Act, and its effect on the foreign policy, 
ational security, the economy and social welfare 
of, and labor conditions in, the United States, and 
such other conditions, within and without the United 
States, having a bearing on the immigration and 
citizenship policy of the United States.

Provides for the disposal of certain Federal 
property in the Coulee Dam area in order that the 
people of that area may enjoy local self-government 
in lieu of a federally operated town and to facilitat 
the establishment by them of a municipal corporation 
under the laws of the State of Washington, 


H. R. 8767. Mr. Ikard; April 8, 1954 (Veterans' 
Affairs). 


Provides for the payment of the face value of 
national service life insurance maturing prior to 
August 1, 1946 less any indebtedness [amending U. S$ 
C. 38:802(h) (2) }. 


H. R. 8768. Mr. King of California; April 8, 1954 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to transfer 
to the Secretary of the Interior annually 30 percent 
of the gross receipts from duties collected under th 
custom laws on fishery products for use to encourage 
the distribution of fishery products in the develop- 
ment of research programs and increased markets. 
Provides for the establishment of a National Advisory 
Committee to advise with regard to programs relating 
to fisheries. 
H. R. 8769. Mr. Laird; April 8, 1954 (Agriculture). 

Provides that the products of whey shall be cot 
sidered to be a milk product for the purposes of 
price-support levels of whole milk and butterfat, aw 
the products of such commodities. Specifies that any 
price-support operations under this program shall be 
conducted in a manner which will not demoralize or 
interfere with the production and marketing of the 
products of whey [amending U. S. C. 7:1446(c) ]. 


H. R. 8770. Mr. Mack of Illinois; April 8, 1954 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to prov 
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for and fix capacities of additional standard ham- 
pers, round stove baskets, and standard splint bas- 
kets for fruits and vegetables [amending U. S. C. 
15:257-257i J. 


H. R. 8771, Mr. Mack of Illinois; April 8, 1954 
(House Administration). 


Establishes a Commission on Primary Election 
Dates consisting of 12 members. Provides that it 
shall be the duty of the Commission to (1) make a 
comprehensive study of the problems existing because 
of the fact that primary elections are held in the 
several States for the choice of candidates for 
presidential elector, United States Senator and Rep- 
resentative in Congress, on widely divergent dates; 
(2) determine a date which the Commission believes 
should be the uniform date on which such primary 
elections should be held by the several States, etc. 
Authorizes appropriations necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this Act. 


H. R. 8772. Mr. O'Konski; April 8, 1954 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Provides that the United States shall not re- 
coup the balance of the unrecouped funds (effective 
July 1, 1954) expended for the construction of a 
new school building in the town of Hunter, Sawyer 
County, Wisconsin. (The appropriating Act provided 
that the United States was to recoup the funds for 
such Federal school construction costs by the reduc- 
tion of the annual payments for the education of 
Indian pupils of the district involved or by the 
acceptance of Indian pupils in the schools of such 
district without cost to the United States)[amend- 
ing 60 Stat. 923]. 


H, R. 8773. Mr. Warburton; April 8, 1954 (Education 
and Labor). 


Vocational Rehabilitation Amendments of 1954 - 
Substitutes for the existing Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion Act a new act authorizing appropriations for 
grants to assist (1) States generally in meeting the 
costs of their rehabilitation programs; (2) States 
in initiating extensions of, and improvements in 
their rehabilitation programs; and (3) in meeting 
costs of projects directed toward the solution of 
rehabilitation problems of regional or national sig- 
nifiance, including temporary assistance to States 
to help them commence a substantial nation-wide expan- 
Sion in their rehabilitation programs. Broadens the 
scope of rehabilitation services for which such 
grants should be used, 

Provides that the formula for determining each 
States' allotment for number (1) above, be 100 per- 
cent less the State percentage, which latter percent- 
age shall be that which bears the same ratio to 35 
percent as the income of the State bears to the per 
capita income of the continental United States, but 
such Federal percentage shall not be less than 60 
percent (now 75 percent). Increases the Federal per- 
centage for Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and the 
Virgin Islands to 65 percent (now SO percent). Pro- 
vides that the determination for extension and im- 
provement purposes be based on relative State popula- 
tions with a minimum allotment of $5,000, Permits a 
State to receive over a 6-year period from its allot- 
ment, varying proportions of the cost of approved

projects (included in its approved State plan) for 
extension and improvement of its rehabilitation serv- 
ices to the disabled - 75 percent of the cost for the 
2 years, SO percent for the next 2 years, and 25 per- 
cent for the last 2 years. 

Provides that these grants be made on a project 
basis to States and to public and nonprofit agencies 
or organizations which would be available for paying 
part of the cost of carrying out special projects 
which hold unique promise of contributing to the 
solution of rehabilitation problems common to all or 
several States, or of meeting rehabilitation problems 
of national significance or concern, Makes available 
for fiscal years 1955 and 1956 special project grants 
for helping States to plan, prepare for, and initiate 
a substantial expansion in their vocational rehabili- 
tation programs. 

Provides that payments from allotments for gen- 
eral support of rehabilitation be conditioned upon 
the submission of a plan by the responsible State 
agency which meets certain requirements prescribed 
in this Act. Vests administrative authority in the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare subject 
to his delegation. Permits the State to select its 
agency and provides that any State with a separate 
agency for the blind to elect to have rehabilitation 
services for the blind to be administered by this 
agency, and in such cases the State's allotments 
would be divided between it and the agency adminis- 
tering the rest of the State program. Specifically 
allows certain public or nonprofit rehabilitation 
programs included in the State plan when under the 
supervision of the State agency administering the 
State plan. 


H. R. 8774. Mr. Wolverton (by request); April 8, 
1954 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Relieves the Office of Alien Property from 
passing on the reasonableness of attorney fees in 
administrative proceedings for the return of vested 
property and requires that such office ascertain only 
that such fee is not in excess of 10 percent [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 50 App.:20]. 


H. R. 8779, Mr. H. Carl Andersen; April 9, 1954 
(Appropriations). 


Department of Agriculture Appropriation Act, 
1955 - Carries appropriations for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1955, 


H, R. 8760. Mr. Bennett of Michigan; April 12, 1954 
(Ways and Means). 


Social Security Amendments of 1954 - Excludes 
from the definition of wages under the Social Secur- 
ity Act, only those domestic, casual, or agricultural 
laborers whose wages are less than $50 in a calendar 
quarter whether their work is intermittent or not. 
Excludes from covered employment service by (1) for- 
eign agricultural labor under contract, (2) individ- 
uals in connection with foreign vessels if such 
individual is not an American citizen or the employer 
is not an American employer, extends coverage to (1) 
individuals in the employ of a Federal Home Loan 
Bank, (2) certain civilian employees in Coast Guard 
Exchanges or other installations, (3) Postal field 
service temporary employees not covered by the Civil 
Service Retirement Act of 1930, (4) employees of

charitable, etc., organizations or ministers, etc., 
accepting voluntary coverage, (5) crews of small 
vessels, (6) internes, and (7) homeworkers. 

Permits those engaged in farming to file for 
coverage under the self-employment provisions; ex- 
cludes from self-employment income gains or losses 
on sale or disposal of coal; permits employees 
covered by State or local employment system to be 
covered under Social Security only after a determi- 
nation by referendum among them. Allows coverage 
of Michigan state and local highway employees under 
certain conditions. Declares it to be the intent of 
Congress that the protection of employees and bene- 
ficiaries who are under the retirement system will 
not be impaired as a result of coverage hereunder. 

Provides that benefit amounts of individuals 
eligible for benefits after the enactment hereof will 
be equal to 55 percent of the first $110 (now $100) 
of his average monthly wage, plus 20 percent (now 15 
percent) of the next $240 (now $200). Raises the 
earning base from $3,600 to $4,200 per year. Makes 
various technical amendments to the tax provisions 
to align them to the substantive changes above. 

Eliminates, in computation of the average monthly 
wage, 4 years of lowest or no earnings. Raises the 
minimum primary insurance amount from $25 to $35. 
Increases maximum family benefit to $190 (now 
$168.75) and the minimum family benefit to $55 (now 
$45). Increases benefits of survivors on the rolls 
either in proportion to the amount of increase in the 
primary insurance amount on which their benefits are 
based, or by adding $7 to the average monthly wage 
computed on the basis existing prior to the enact- 
ment hereof. 

Reduces retirement age of pensioners from 65 
to 62, and of surviving widows, from 65 to 55. 

Reduces deduction from benefits resulting from 
work by permitting a working beneficiary under the 
age of 75 to earn up to $1,200 per year without hav- 
ing a deduction made, and provides that earnings in 
excess of $1,200 shall result in a deduction of 1 
months benefits for each $100 in excess of $1,200. 
Provides that no deduction be made for a month in 
which such individual received not more than $100 (now 
$75) from wages or self-employment, Raises exemption 
to $1,200 (now $900) per year for self-employed be- 
fore benefit deductions are made. Includes remun- 
eration for all service performed within the United 
States as earnings and provides for deductions for 
engaging in noncovered remunerative activity outside 
of the United States for more than 7 calendar days 
in any month. Imposes penalties in the form of addi- 
tional deductions for failure to report earnings and 
other information as may be required. 

Preserves the insurance rights of disabled. per- 
sons. Authorizes the Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare to review determinations of dis- 
ability with provisions for judicial review of such 
determination. Declares the policy of Congress to 
be that disabled individuals applying for a disabil- 
ity determination be rereferred for rehabilitation 
services to the end that the maximum number of indi- 
viduals be restored to productive activity. 

Makes various technical amendments to the tax 
provisions to align them to the substantive changes 
above. 


H, R. 8781, Mr. Bennett of Michigan; April 12, 
1954 (Agriculture). 


Surplus Food Certificate Act of 1954 - Entitles 
individuals receiving benefits under the old-age 
assistance, aid to dependent children, the blind, or 
the permanently and totally disabled programs of the 
Social Security Act to surplus food certificates, 
$10 in face amount, as a supplementary monthly bene- 
fit. Denominates agricultural commodities with re- 
spect to which the supply exceeds the domestic demand 
to such an extent as to depress the market price 
below the parity price thereof as the surplus agri- 
cultural commodities to which the certificate holders 
are entitled. 


H. R. 8782. Mr. Boland; April 12, 1954 (Public 
Works). 


Provides Federal grants to municipalities for 
the construction of sewage treatment works to prevent 
and abate pollution of the Connecticut River and its 
tributaries. 


H. R, 8783. Mr, Curtis of Missouri; April 12, 1954 
(Banking and Currency). 


Directs the Housing and Home Finance Administra- 
tor to convey to the Housing Authority of Saint Louis 
County, Missouri, the interest of the United States 
in Public Housing project MO-y-23153. 


H. R. 8784. Mr. Dague; April 12, 1954 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes establishment of one or more nation- 
al cemeteries in the State of Pennsylvania. 


H. R. 8785. Mr. Fernandez; April 12, 1954 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Exempts New Mexico Indians from State juris- 
diction over civil and criminal actions arising on 
Indian reservations [amending 67 Stat. 588]. 


H. R. 8786, Mr. Fulton; April 12, 1954 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Effective with the first pay period after 
January 1, 1954, annual rates of compensation of 
employees in the field service of the Post Office 
Department are increased by $400; employees paid on 
an hourly or part-time basis shall receive additional 
compensation at the rate of 20 cents per hour; and 
postmasters at offices of the fourth class shall 
receive additional basic compensation equal to 20 
percent of basic annual compensation, 


H. R. 8787. Mr. Harrison of Wyoming; April 12, 
1954 (Agriculture), 


Provides for delivery to the States of price- 
support wheat to relieve hardship caused by unemploy- 
ment. 


H. R. 8789, Mr. Radwan; April 12, 1954 (Veterans' 
Affairs). 


Deletes "arthritis" and "tuberculosis, active 
(other than pulmonary)" from provision defining 
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Whronic disease", and deems active tuberculosis 
developing to a 10 percent degree of disability 

yithin 3 years from date of separation from active 
service as service connected (now only active pulmon- 
ary), and extends the time limit on the presumption 

of service connection with respect to multiple sclero- 
sis developing 10 percent or more disability to 3 
years (now 2 years) and provides the same coverage 

for psychosis [amending U, S. C. 38:ch. 12, note; 

vets. Reg. l(a), pt. I, par. I]. 


f, 8. 8790. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; April 12, 
1954 (Veterans' Affairs). 


Makes applicable to period beginning with 
June 27, 1950,provisions authorizing certain veterans’ 
benefits for persons disabled in connection with 
reporting for final acceptance, induction, or entry 
into the active military or naval service [amending 
Vets. Reg. l(a), pt. II, par. IV]. 


f, R. 8791. Mr. Yorty; April 12, 1954 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Provides that the Smal] Business Administration 
is empowered, subject to limitations, to make loans 
to, and purchase the securities and obligations of, 
(1) States, municipalities, and political subdivisions 
of States, (2) public agencies and instrumentalities 
of one or more States, municipalities, and political 
subdivisions of States, and (3) public corporations, 
boards, and commissions. Authorizes appropriations 
for such administration not to exceed $300,000, 000 
(now $275,000,000). Provides that out of such funds 
not more than $25,000,000 in the aggregate shall be 
outstanding at any one time for the purposes of mak- 
ing such loans and to purchase such securities and 
obligations. Raises the maximum amount of a loan 
available in order to enable small-business concerns 
to finance plant construction, conversion, etc., to 
$500,000 (now $150,000) [amending 67 Stat. 232-240]. 


i, R. 8792. Mr. Bentsen; April 12, 1954 (Foreign 
Affairs). 


Authorizes the construction, maintenance, and 
operation of a toll bridge across the Rio Grande 
River, at or near Los Ebanos, Texas. 


i, R. 8793, Mr. Herlong; April 12, 1954 (Agri- 
culture). 


Agricultural Act of 1954 - Title I. The Com- 
modity Credit Corporation shall set aside within 
prescribed limitations wheat, upland cotton, cotton- 
seed, oil butter, nonfat dry milk, solids, cheese, 
extra-long staple cotton and peanuts (farmer's stock) 
acquired by it from 1954 and prior years crops and 
production in connection with its price support 
operations. Quantities set-aside shall be known as 
the "commodity set aside." The aggregate value of 
such commodities shall not exceed $2,500,000, 000. 
Commodities set aside shall be reduced by disposals 
made in accordance with the directions of the Presi- 
dent as follows: (1) transfer for foreign aid pur- 
poses, (2) sale or barter to develop new or expanded 
markets for American agricultural commodities, (3) 
transfer to the national stockpile (50 U. S. C. 986- 
%h) without reimbursement from funds appropriated 
for the purposes of that Act, (4) donation, sale, or

other disposition for research, experimental, or 
educational purposes, (5) donation, sale, or other 
disposition for disaster relief purposes in the 
United States or to meet any national emergency 
declared by the Congress and (6) Sale for unrestrict- 
ed use to meet a need for increased supplies at not 
less than 105 percent of parity prices. Quantities 
set aside shall be excluded from the computation of 
"carry-over" for the purpose of determining price 
support levels under the Agricultural Act of 1949, 

Title II - Provides that the level of price- 
support to producers of any basic agricultural com- 
modity,except tobacco, shall be 90 percent of the 
parity price the first year that marketing quotas are 
in effect on any such commodity immediately follow- 
ing a year in which marketing quotas were not in 
effect on such commodity. Deletes Irish potatoes 
from the list of designated nonbasic agricultural 
commodities receiving price-supports. Deletes pro- 
vision making price support for Irish potatoes 
dependent on marketing quotas. Includes State penal 
and corrective institutions among the list of public 
and private agencies to which surplus commodities 
may be distributed. Authorizes the Secretary to re- 
quire producers to devote a percentage of their crop 
land to soil building crops or practices as a condi- 
tion of eligibility for (1) conservation payments, 
and (2) price supports on crops which are not under 
marketing quotas, and he may substitute such require 
ments for acreage allotments on any crop in any year 
for which the proclamation of marketing quotas is 
not required under applicable provisions of the Agri 
cultural Adjustment Act, in order to stockpile 
fertility in the soil and build a “soil fertility 
bank." Provides that the support prices for the 
various kinds of wheat shall be adjusted to reflect 
differences in milling quality and suitability for 
various uses as well as differences in the other 
factors for which support prices on wheat heretofore 
have been adjusted. 

Title III - Provides for a gradual transition 
of the basic commodities from the old to the modern- 
ized parity formula in steps of 5 percentage points 
of the old parity per year until the change has been 
accomplished. This provision would begin to take 
effect after the 1955 crop year. Provides for the 
use of the last 5 calendar years rather than the 
last 10 in determining the normal yield per acre for 
wheat and corn, 

Title IV - Amends the Agricultural Marketing 
Agreements Act in order to authorize the issuance 
of orders regulating the handling of certain vege- 
tables, fruits and honey, provided that no order 
issued pursuant to these provisions shall be effec- 
tive as to any canned or frozen fruit or vegetable 
(other than olives or asparagus), unless the Secre- 
tary determines that the issuance of such order is 
approved by the processors of such canned or frozen 
fruit or vegetable. 

Title V - Extends for an additional 2 years the 
authority for a Federal agricultural conservation 
program, If at any time during this 2 year period 
any State enacts adequate legislation and submits 
satisfactory plans to the Secretary, the administra- 
tion of such plans would be delegated to the State, 
as contemplated by section 7a of the Soil Conserva- 
tion and Domestic Allotment Act of 1936. For those 
States which do not submit satisfactory plans, present 
provisions of the Act would remain in full force and 
effect, 
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H. R. 8794, Mr. Hunter; April 12, 1954 (Armed 
Services). 


Provides for conveyance to the State of Cali- 
fornia of certain real property in Fresno County, 
subject to the condition that it be used in the 
training and maintaining of any civilian component 
of the Armed Forces, and if such property shall ever 
cease to be used for such purpose it shall revert to 
the United States. 


H, R. 8795. Mr. Laird; April 12, 1954 (Agriculture). 


Directs the Surgeon General of the Public Health 
Service to prescribe uniform sanitation standards 
governing the production and handling of milk and 
milk products shipped in interstate commerce, and 
provides that no marketing agreement or order issued 
under the Agricultural Marketing Agreement Act shall 
be effective in any marketing area in which any Fed- 
eral, State, or local restrictions operate to pre- 
vent the free marketing of such milk and milk prod- 
ucts, and that no Federal, State or local law shall 
operate to prevent the free marketing thereof in 
any area of the United States. 


H. R. 6796. Mr. McVey; April 12, 1954 (Ways and 
Means). 


Increases from $600 to $700 the personal in- 
come tax exemption for an individual taxpayer, his 
spouse, and dependent, beginning with the taxable 
years after December 31, 1953 [amending U. S. C. 26: 
25, Sl, 56, 142, 163]. 


H. R. 8797. Mr. Rabaut; April 12, 1954 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides, for purposes of rate-making, that the 
value of gas reserves held by any natural-gas com- 
pany shall in no case be deemed to exceed the actual 
original cost of such reserves to such company 
[amending U. S. C. 15:717e(a) J. 


H. R. 8798. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; April 12, 
1954 (Armed Services). 


Provides that enlisted men who have served for 
90 days on or after December 7, 1944, and before 
January 1, 1946, and are retired for physical dis- 
ability shall not be denied mustering-out pay not- 
withstanding provisions of the Mustering-Out Payment 
Act. This Act shall be effective from February 3, 
1944, 


H. R. 8799. Mr. Smith of Mississippi; April 12, 
1954 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce) . 


Prohibits the interception of communications 
by persons other than public officers and employees 
in the exercise of their official duties [amending 
U. S. C. 47:605]. 


H. R. 8600. Mr. Stringfellow; April 12, 1954 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Permits a maximum allowable accumulation of 
annual leave for officers and employees of the execu- 
tive branch of the Government including officers of 
the District of Columbia stationed in the United 


States (including foreign service officers stationed 
here) of 60 days but limits the accumulation of sup) 
leave in any one year to 1/2 of that which can be 
earned; and for employees (except Foreign Service 
employees) stationed outside the United States of % 
days subject to the same limitation as on those 
stationed in the United States. Begins the annual 
leave year with the first full pay period in January, 
Provides that the lump-sum payment for unused annyal 
leave paid an officer on his death, separation frog 
service, or, on his election, upon entrance into the 
Armed Forces or the Merchant Marine, shall not be 
in excess of 30 days plus current accrued leave or 
the number of days of accumulated leave to which he 
is entitled on the date of separation (excluding 
accumulated leave earned in the 1954 leave year and 
thereafter), plus current accrued leave, whichever 
is greater. Provides that heads of departments 
shall enable employees to use, during the leave year 
not less than 1/2 of the annual leave which is 
earned during any one year. 

Denies payment for annual or vacation leave to 
one separated from service because he has engaged. 
in or is a member of an organization, or sympathetic- 
ally associated with an organization which has 
engaged in activities reflecting adversely on his 
loyalty to the United States, or he has refused to 
testify before a court or congressional committee 
with respect to his subversive activities [amending 
U. S. C, 5:6lb, 61g, 2062; Public Law 102, 83d 
Congress]. 


H. R. 8801, Mr. Stringfellow; April 12, 1954 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Classification Act Amendments of 1954 - Exten- 
sively revises the Classification Act of 1949 of 
which the principal amendments are: (1) excludes 
from the provisions classifying civilian positions 
all employees (including foremen and supervisors) 
in positions having trade, craft, or laboring exper- 
ience and knowledge as the paramount requirement; 
(2) increases the number of positions in grades 16, 
17, and 18 to 700 (now 400); (3) establishes one 
basic compensation schedule to be known as the Gen- 
eral Schedule and eliminates the Crafts, Protective 
and Custodial Schedule; (4) provides that all persons 
receiving basic compensation at a rate authorized 
by law immediately prior to the enactment of this 
Act in excess of the appropriate new rate as deter- 
mined by this Act shall continue to receive such 
rate so long as they remain in the same position 
and grade, but when such position becomes vacant, 
and rate of compensation shall be fixed in accord- 
ance with this Act; (5) prohibits longevity step 
increases to positions above Grade 15 (now Grade 10); 
and (6) sets up a conversion schedule for all 
positions in Crafts, Protective and Custodial Sched- 
ule of the Classification Act of 1949 to correspond- 
ing grades in the General Schedule. 

Premium Compensation Act of 1954 - Amends the 
Federal Employees Pay Act of 1945 by: (1) increas- 
ing the overtime rate of compensation for employees 
at the maximum scheduled rate for Grade 9 and under 
at an amount equal to one and one-half times the 
hourly rate of such basic compensation; (2) increas- 
ing the overtime rate for employees whose basic 
compensation exceeds the maximum scheduled rate of 
basic compensation provided for Grade 9 to one and 
one-half times the hourly rate on compensation up to 
the amount of the maximum rate on Grade 9; (3) 
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liberalizing the compensatory time provisions for 
jrregular or occasional overtime work; (4) providing 
thet any unscheduled overtime work performed on a 

day when no work is scheduled shall be considered at 
jeast two hours in duration; (5) limiting time in 
travel status only (a) within days and hours of such 
aployees regularly scheduled workweek, including 
regularly scheduled overtime hours or (b) when the 
travel involves the performance of work is carried 
wt under arduous conditions; (6) liberalizing the 
provisions relating to compensation for night and 
holiday work; (7) setting up special provisions for 
certain types of work not now covered; (8) prohibit- 
ing premium compensation to employees whose rate of 
basic compensation exceeds the maximum scheduled 

rate provided for Grade 15; and (9) setting new stand- 
ards for the establishment of the basic workweek, 
york schedules, and pay computations methods. 

Government Employees Incentive Awards Act - 
juthorizes heads of Government departments to pay 
cash awards to employees who by their suggestions, 
inventions, superior accomplishments, or other per- 
sonal efforts contribute to the efficiency, economy 
or other improvement of Government operations, or 
who perform special acts or services in the public 
interest in connection with or related to their 
official employment. This award shall be in addition 
to the regular compensation and the acceptance shall 
constitute an agreement that the use by the United 
States of any idea, method or device for which the 
ward is made shal] not form the basis of a further 
claim of any nature upon the United States by the 
employee. 

Federal Employees Uniform Allowance Act - 
Provides any civilian officer or employee of the 
inited States required by regulation or law to wear 
a prescribed uniform in performance of duty, and who 
is not being furnished with such uniform, shall be 
paid an allowance for defraying the expenses of 
acquisition and upkeep at such amounts not to exceed 
$100 a year.

clared by the Congress and (6) sale for unrestrict- 
use to meet a need for increased supplies at not 
less than 105 percent of parity prices. Quantities 
Wt aside shall be excluded from the computation of 
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"carry-over" for the purpose of determining price 
support levels under the Agricultural Act of 1949, 
Title II - Provides that the level of price- 
support to producers of any basic agricultural com- 
modity, except tobacco, shall be 90 percent of the 
parity price the first year that marketing quotas 
are in effect on any such commodity immediately 
following a year in which marketing quotas were not 
in effect on such commodity. Deletes Irish potatoes 
from the list of designated nonbasic agricultural 
commodities receiving price-supports. Deletes pro- 
vision making price support for Irish potatoes depend- 
ent on marketing quotas. Includes State penal and 
corrective institutions among the list of public and 
private agencies to which surplus commodities may 
be distributed, Authorizes the Secretary to require

Atomic Energy Community Disposal Act - Fatil- 
itates the establishment of local self-government 
at the communities of Oak Ridge, Tennessee, and 
Richland, Washington, and provides for the disposal

Authorizes the Atomic Energy Commission to assist 
the residents of such communities in the establish-* 
ment of local self-government for a period of 5 
years. Provides that as soon as the local form of 
government for these communities has been establish- 
ed, the Commission will be prepared to transfer 
governmental responsibilities and donate municipal 
facilities such as schools, hospitals, sewerage 

and refuse disposal facilities, parks, etc., to them. 
Subsequent to the transfer of governmental functions 
to these recognized authorities, the Commission will 
have divested itself of all power and responsibility 
over local decisions. Directs the Commission to 
make, with respect to the interest of the United 
States in any real property directed to be disposed 
of by the provisions of this Act, payments in lieu 
of taxes or assessments for local improvements for 
any tax year commencing subsequent to the date of 
transfer of municipal facilities to the cities of 
Oak Ridge and Richland, to the State or local entity 
having jurisdiction to collect such taxes or assess- 
ments. Proposes a Federal contribution to maintain 
essential municipal services and operate the schools 
and hospitals at a reasonable level for a period of 
10 years because there is an inadequate tax base in 
these single industry-type communities. 

Provides that the following rights of priority 
shall be applicable in the sale of property for 
private residential use: I. For Government-owned 
single family houses: (1) First priority - the 
occupant, (2) Second priority - any resident, (3) 
Third priority - any project-connected person who 
is the head of a family, (4) Fourth priority - any 
project-connected person. JI, For Government-owned 


duplex houses: (1) First priority - that one of 
the occupants who has the longer continuous occupany 
of a family dwelling unit in the house in question 
(senior occupant), (2) Second priority - that one 
of the occupants who has the shorter continuous 
occupancy of a family dwelling unit in the house jy 
question (junior occupant), (3) Third priority - 

a junior occupant of any duplex house, (4) Fourth 
priority - any resident, (5) Fifth priority - any 
project-connected person who is the head of a family, 
(6) Sixth priority - any project-connected person, 
III. For vacant residential lots designated by the 
Commission for disposal: (1) First priority - any 
resident, (2) Second priority - any project-connecte 
person, IV. For leased residential land on which 
a privately owned building has been or is to be 
erected by the lessee: (1) First priority - the 
existing lessee. 

Provides that the Commission shall secure such 
appraisals as it deems necessary of property which 
is to be sold pursuant to the provisions of this Act, 
The appraised value shall be the current fair market 
value of the Government's interest in the property, 
Provides that single family and duplex residence 
houses will be sold at 90 percent of appraised valw 
under the system of priorities. The existing ten- 
ants of commercial, church, and nonprofit properties 
will have a priority right to purchase at the 
appraised value, Makes available to purchasers of 
residential properties, FHA or VA mortgage insur- 


ance and, if necessary, direct Commission mortgaging, 


Includes also some measure of protection against the 
special risks of buying houses in communities such 
as these in the form of a commitment by the Comis- 
sion to relieve the purchaser of liability for 
deficiency under mortgage indebtedness if the level 


of employment at one of these projects falls drastic- 


ally.

Atomic Energy Act of 1954 - Establishes an 
Atomic Energy Commission composed of 5 members 
appgqinted by the President, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, for 5 year terms at $16,- 


000 per annum The Chairman (designated by the Presi- 


dent) shall receive $20,000 per annum. Establishes 
a General Manager within the Commission to discharge 
administrative functions at $20,000 per annum. 


Establishes within the Commission a Division of Mili- 


tary Application, the Director to be a member of the 
Armed Forces, and not more than 10 other program 
divisions, each under the direction of a Director, 
to be appointed by the Commission at a salary not it 
excess of $16,000 per annum; sets up an Inspection 
Division, responsible to the General Manager, and 
charged with gathering information to show whether 
or not the contractors, licensees, and officers and 
employees of the Commission are complying with the 
civil provisions hereof and the rules and regula- 
tions of the Commission. Creates a General Advisory 
Committee, composed of 9 members to be appointed by 
the President for 6 year terms and the Military 
Liasion Committee, the chairman of which shall be 
compensated at the rate prescribed for an Assistant 
Secretary of Defense. 

Directs the Commission to make arrangements fa 
the conduct of research and development activities 
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relating to (1) nuclear processes, (2) theory and 
production of atomic energy, (3) utilization of 

jal and radioactive materials for medical, bio- 
Jogical, health, military, and other purposes, and 
(4) protection of health during research and pro- 
duction activities, Makes it unlawful for persons, 
except those licensed or otherwise authorized by 
the Commission, to own, acquire, or deal with pro- 
duction facilities of special material (defined 
perein, viz., plutonium, uranium, or others deter- 
sined by the Commission to be such) or source 
material defined herein (viz., uranium, thorium, 
certain ores, or other material determined by the 
(omission to be such), or to produce such material, 
and vests title to such in the United States, just 
compensation to be paid to owners thereof, at the 
time of the enactment hereof. Authorizes distribu- 
tion, on terms that no applicant therefor will be 
enabled to construct an atomic or other military 
weapon therewith, for (1) conduct of research or 
development activities, (2) medical therapy use, or 
(3) use pursuant to license, Authorizes the dis- 
tribution of by-product material (i.e., certain 
radioactive material defined herein), classified as 
such by the Commission, priority being given for use 
in the conduct of research and development activity 
or medical therapy. 

Authorizes the Commission to conduct experi- 
sents and do research and development work in the 
silitary application of atomic energy, and to engage 
in the production of atomic weapons, or atomic 
wapon parts with the express consent and direction 
of the President, which consent and direction shall 
be obtained annually, Prohibits the utilization of 
special material or atomic energy, or dealing there- 
in, unless licensed to do so by the Commission. 

Directs preparation of « report by the Commis- 
sion, to be submitted to the President and trans- 
aitted to Congress, in the event of the development 
of special material or atomic energy to be of prac- 
tical value for nonmilitary use, If the Joint Com- 
tittee does not object to such use licenses may be 
issued to those (1) whose proposed activities will 
serve some useful purpose proportionate to the 
quantities of special materials to be consumed, (2) 
who are equipped to, and do, observe safety and 


.] alth standards, and (3) who agree to make avail- 


tle to the Commission such technical information 
md data concerning their activities pursuant to 
such licenses as the Commission may determine neces- 


.| sary to promote the common defense and security and 


to protect the public health and safety. Limits 
licenses to 25 years, requires licensees to be 
titizens of the United States, and denies license 
where its issuance would be inimical to the common 
defense and security, Requires the issuance of 
licenses with a minimum of regulation, for research 
ad development and medical therapy unless there is 
good reason why such license should not issue. 
Directs the Commission to prescribe uniform condi- 
tions for licensing individuals as operators of 
Moduction and utilization facilities. Suspends, on 
residential direction, licenses granted hereunder 
in time of war or national emergency. 

Permits international arrangements if (a) the 
(mmission approves a proposed agreement which in- 
tludes (1) terms, conditions, duration, nature, and 
ope of cooperation, (2) a guarantee by the cooper- 
iting party that security safeguards and standards 
ill be maintained, (3) guarantee by the cooperating 
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party that materials to be transferred will not be 
used for atomic weapons, research on atomic weapons, 
or other military purposes, and the right to recall 
materials furnished upon failure to comply with the 
terms of the agreement; (b) the President approves 
the proposed agreement and makes a written deter- 
mination that the cooperating party does not threaten, 
but will promote, the security of the United States; 
(c) proposed agreement has been submitted to the 
Joint Committee and a period of 30 days has elapsed 
while Congress is in session, allowing waiver of the 
time period by the Committee. 

Allows restricted data to be published upon a 
joint determination by the Commission and the Depart- 
ment of Defense (or by the President in case of 
disagreement) that such publication would not adver- 
sely affect the common defense and security. Allows 
international communication of restricted data (a) 
on (1) refining, purification, and subsequent treat- 
ment of source materials, (2) reactor development, 
(3) production of special material, (4) health and 
safety, (5) industrial and other applications of 
atomic energy for peaceful purposes, and (6) research 
and development relating to the foregoing; (b) under 
Presidential authorization for the (1) development 
of defense plans, (2) training of personnel in the 
employment of and defense against atomic weapons, and 
(3) evaluation of the capabilities of potential enemies 
in the employment of atomic weapons, the disclosure 
of restricted data on the design and fabrication of 
atomic weapons being prohibited except with respect 
to external size, weight, and shape. 

Revokes, upon payment of just compensation, 
existing, and prohibits future patents for invention 
or discovery useful solely in the utilization of 
special material or atomic energy in atomic weapons, 

Sets up a Review Board, composed of not less 
than 1 nor more than 3 members, selected by the 
President with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
for a 7 year term, and at a compensation of $15,000 
per annum, within the Commission to review the action 
of the Commission in (1) granting, denying, or modify- 
ing licenses or construction permits, (2) modifying 
the rules and regulations dealing with the activities 
of licensees of production or utilization facilities, 
and (3) just compensation determinations. 

Creates a Joint Committee on Atomic Energy 
to be composed of 18 members, 9 from the House and 9 
from the Senate appointed by the Speaker of the House 
and the President of the Senate, respectively, in 
each instance not more than 5 members shall be of the 
same political party. Directs the Joint Committee to 
make continuing studies of the activities of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and of problems relating to 
atomic energy; directs the Commission to keep the 
Joint Committee fully and currently informed of its 
activities. Requires reports by such Joint Committee 
to Congress from time to time. Imposes criminal] pro- 
visions, amounting to a death sentence in certain 
cases, for violation of certain provisions hereof.

Amends the Civil £ svice Retirement Act (U. S. 
C. 5:698) in order to provide a uniform rate for the 
computation of annuities of Federal employees. Pro- 
vides that the amount of the annuity shall be equal 
to the sum of the following: (1) 2-1/2 percent of 
the average salary, pay, or compensation received by 
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an officer or employee retired under this Act dur- 

ing any 5 consecutive years of allowable service at 
his option multiplied by the sum of the years, not 

exceeding 15, of his service as an employee and of 

his allowable military or naval service and (2) l- 

1/2 percent of such average salary, pay, or compen- 
sation multiplied by his remaining years of allow- 

able service [amending U. S. C. 5:698).

Authorizes the President, with the advice and

for the construction, alteration, expansion, or

H. R. 6867, Mr. Holt; April 15, 1954 (Education 
and Labor). 


School Construction Assistance Act of 1954 - 
Permits any State desiring to accept the benefits 
of this Act to submit through its State agency, a 
State plan for financial assistance for the construc- 
tion of public elementary and secondary schools. 
Requires each State plan to: (1) designate a State 
agency as the sole State agency responsible for ad- 
ministering the plan throughout the State; (2) con- 
tain satisfactory evidence that such agency will 
have adequate authority to administer and carry into 
effect such a plan; (3) set forth, on the basis of 
a statewide inventory of existing school facilities 
and a survey of the need for additional school facil- 
ities, a statewide public-school construction pro- 
gram; (4) provide means whereby each school agency’ 
within the State shall have reasonable notice of the 
provisions of this Act and adequate opportunity to 
apply for project grants; (5) prescribe the stand- 
ards adopted in such plan for locating, planning, 
and providing additional school facilities within 
such State; (6) prescribe the adopted principles for 
determining the relative priority of projects and 
the allotment of Federal and State funds to projects; 


(7) provide, in any State in which separate school 
facilities are maintained for different racial groups, 
for equitable and nondiscriminatory priorities and 
for an equitable and nondiscriminatory apportionment 
of Federal funds; (8) prescribe such fiscal contro] 
and fund accounting procedures so as to assure proper 
disbursement of funds, account for Federal funds, 
and assure proper application of non-Federal funds 
in conformity with the State plan; and (9) provide 
for making reports from time to time containing in- 
formation required by the Commissioner, 

Entitles each State to receive from any appro- 
priations, an amount which bears to the total amount 
as same ratio as the school-age population of such 
State bears to the total school-age population of 
all such States, except that no State shall be 
entitled to receive any amount greater than the 
amount of non-Federal funds expended for the construc- 
tion of public elementary and secondary school facil- 
ities within such State. Requires an annual report 
to Congress from each State containing an account 
of such operations. Provides that no department, 
agency, officer, or employee of the United States shal] 
exercise any direction, supervision, or control over 
the personnel, curriculum, or program of instruction 
of any school or school system of any State. 


H. R. 8868, Mr. Holt; April 15, 1954 (Education 
and Labor). 


Public School Construction Act of 1954 - Author- 
izes appropriations necessary to provide for Federal 
financial assistance to the States and Territories 
in the construction of public elementary and second- 
ary school facilities, Determines apportionment by 
(1) multiplying the number of children from 5 to 17, 
inclusive, for the annual year preceding that in 
which the computation is made, in each State by $20, 
(2) deducting therefrom, for each State, an amount 
equal to 4/10 of 1 percent of the State total annual 
income, and (3) alloting an amount if any, equal to 
the positive difference resulting from such computa- 
tion as a first claim against an annual appropriation 
hereunder. Allocates funds remaining to the States 
in proportion to the number of children 5 to 17, 
inclusive. Reduces payments to States in which the 
total State expenditure for public education is less 
than 2-1/2 percent of the annual income in an amount 
by which such expenditure is less than 2-1/2 percent 
of the annual income, Any State desiring to accept 
the benefits of these provisions shall submit, through 
the State agency, a State plan for carrying out the 
purposes of these provisions. Such State plan shall 
meet certain conditions such as providing standards 
for locating, planning, and constructing school facil- 
ities, Permits States having a program granting aid 
to local school systems to combine Federal funds made 
available hereunder in a State-administered single 
program if the administration of the funds of the 
former program conform to the purposes hereof, Annual 
reports by the State treasurer shall be submitted to 
the United States Commissioner of Education for trams- 
mission to the Congress. Provides for judicial re- 
view in the appropriate United States district court. 
Sets wage standards for certain employees engaged 
pursuant hereto.

prior to February 10, 1954. Vests in the owner of 
a prior uranium application the rights of mining 
locations as between owners of conflicting applica- 
tions. 

Subjects to a reservation to the United States 
of all Leasing Act minerals of all mining claims or 
millsites hereafter located under the mining laws 
of the United States and every claim heretofore so 
located which shall be covered by the Act unless 
limited by this Act. Permits mining claims and 
millsites to be located hereafter under the mining 
laws of the United States on public lands (subject

Sets up a set of operational procedures to be 
followed for lands being utilized for mining opera- 
tions and Leasing Act operations. Permits owners 
of mining claims or millsites heretofore located to 
waive and relinquish all rights thereunder to Leas- 
ing Act minerals at any time prior to the issuance 
of a patent therefor, but provides that no such 
waiver, etc., shall be deemed to constitute in any 
manner any concession as to the date of priority 
of rights under said mining claim or as to the val- 
idity thereof. 

Provides that notwithstanding the provision 
of section 5(b)(7) of the Atomic Energy Act that no 
mining claim heretofore or hereafter located under 
the mining laws of the United States shall be subject 
to, and no mineral patent hereafter issued shall 
contain a reservation to the United States where 
fissionable source materials are involved, but gives 
the United States the right at any time to enter 
upon such lands to prospect for, mine, and remove 
fissionable source materials after the Atomic Energy 
Commission has determined that the security needs 
of the Government require emergency production of 
fissionable source materials. If such materials 
are taken, requires the Atomic Energy Commission to 
pay a fair and reasonable compensation for such 
materials.

laws; or (3) known to be valuable for minerals subject 
to disposition under the mineral leasing laws, all to 
the same extent in all respects as if such lands were 
not so included or covered or known, 
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Sets up a set of operational procedures to be 
followed for lands being utilized for mining opera- 
tions and Leasing Act operations. Permits owners 
of mining claims or millsites heretofore located to 
waive and relinquish all rights thereunder to Leas- 
ing Act minerals at any time prior tc the issuance 
of a patent therefor, but provides that no such 
waiver, etc., shall be deemed to constitute in any 
pamner any concession as to the date of priority of 
rights under said mining claim or as to the validity 
thereof. 

Provides that notwithstanding the provision of 
section 5(b) (7) of the Atomic Energy Act that no 
sining claim heretofore or hereafter located under

H. R, 9071, Mr. Elliott; May 10, 1954 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Directs the Postmaster General to issue a 
special postage stamp in honor of the Future Teachers 
of America. 





#. R. 9072, Mr. Ford; May 10, 1954 (Veterans' 
Affairs). 


Extends educational and vocational assistance, 
unemployment compensation, and mustering out pay- 
ments under the Veterans' Readjustment Assistance 
Act of 1952, and home, farm, and business-loan bene- 
fits, job counseling, and employment under the Serv- 
iceman's Readjustment Act of 1944,to members of the 
Armed Forces in active service between July 26, 1947 
and June 26, 1950, under conditions specified herein. 


i, R. 9073. Mr. Miller of Nebraska; May 10, 1954 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
manage and dispose of any interest of the United 
States in the reconveyed lands of the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw Nations in the State of Oklahoma, 


H, R. 9074. Mr. Philbin; May 10, 1954 (Armed 
Services). 


Provides for the conveyance of a portion of 
the Fort Devens Military Reservation, Massachusetts, 
to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 


H, R. 9075. Mrs. St. George; May 10, 1954 (Educa- 
tion and Labor). 


Creates in the Department of Labor a Federal 
Safety Division to be responsible for the coordina- 
tion and direction of all accident, injury, and 
related loss-prevention procedures conducted by 
Government departments and agencies in furtherance 
of the safety program. Provides that a Director of 
Federal Safety be at the head of Division to be 
appointed by the President. Gives the Director the 
duty to advise the Secretary of Labor with respect 
to the development and maintenance of adequate and 
effective safety program in the Government, Estab- 
lishes in the Department of Labor a Federal Safety 
Advisory Committee to advise the Federal Safety 
Director. Repeals the accident prevention provisions 
of the Federal Employees' Compensation Act. Removes 
the requirement of the Virgin Islands Corporation 
to make annual contributions to the Employees Com-

Provides for the return of private property 
confiscated under the Trading With the Enemy Act of 
1917 to individuals not convicted of war crimes and 
for the holding in trust of property of individuals 
wider the domination and control of governments of 
Communist and Communist satellite nations as of 
January 1, 1954, Provides for the divestiture of 
foreign interest and control in any property so re- 
turned which the President of the United States may 
find to be in thé national interest, the former 
owner to receive the proceeds of liquidation, Gives 
all the safeguards provided for in section 32 of 
Trading With the Enemy Act to the Government of the 
United States and to American creditors. 

Creates a commission of three members to be 
known as the Vested Property Commission to be ap- 
pointed by the President to operate as the adminis- 
trator of the return program and sets up the pro- 
cedure for the administrative filing of such claims.

H, R. 9079, Mr. Wolverton; May 10, 1954 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Prohibits the transportation of gambling devices 
(whether or not in interstate commerce) [amending 
U. S. C. 15:1171, 1173]. 


H. R. 9094, Mr. Hinshaw; May 11, 1954 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Amends the War Claims Act (U. S. C. 50 App.: 
2004, 2005) in order to extend benefits to civilian 
internees and American prisoners of war captured and 
held during hostilities in Korea.

Provides detention 
benefits to eligible civilian American citizens and 
named survivors of such citizens at the rate of $60 
for each calendar month during which such citizens 
were 18 years of age and at the rate of $25 for each 
calendar during which such citizens were less than 
18 years of age.

Authorizes the Administrator of General Serv- 
ices to purchase from private insurers liability 
insurance to cover liabilities of the United States 
for damages arising from the operation, etc., of 
vehicles operated by the United States. 


H, R. 9102, Mr. Lesinski; May 11, 1954 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Removes the limitations imposed by the Supple- 
mental Appropriation Act of 1952 on the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission relating to appointments, reinstate- 
ments, promotions, and transfers of Government em- 
ployees to positions in or outside the competitive 
civil service in order to hold down the number of 
permanent employees to the number existing on Septem- 
ber 1, 1950 [amending 65 Stat. 757]. 

H. R. 9107. Mr, Barrett; May 12, 1954 (Judiciary). 

Confers jurisdiction upon the Court of Claims 
to hear, determine, and render judgment upon the 


claims of certain Federal employees for basic and 
overtime compensation without regard to any statute 
of limitations. 


H, R. 9108, Mr. Fino; May 12, 1954 (Ways and Means), 


Decreases the age to 65 (now 75) beyond which 
deductions will not be made from benefits under the

H. R. 9109, Mr. Hebert; May 12, 1954 (Judiciary), 

Incorporates the American Shut-In Entertainers, 
Incorporated, 
H. R. 9110, Mr. Herlong; May 12, 1954 (Agriculture), 

Requires compliance with the United States 
Department of Agriculture order, under the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Agreement Act regulating the size 
quality, or maturity of tomatoes, avocados, limes, 
etc., produced in Florida, by importers of such 
«fruits and vegetables, 


H. R, 9111. Mr. Howell; May 12, 1954 (Education 
and Labor). 


American National Arts Act - Establishes a Com- 
mission to be known as the American National War 
Memorial Arts Commission, Authorizes and directs it 
to (1) develop and encourage the pursuit of a nation- 
al policy for the promotion of, and for education 
in, the fine arts by all age groups; (2) initiate 
and support fine arts activities in connection with 
matters relating to the general welfare and cultural 
development of the nation; (3) initiate and support 
professional and amateur activities in all fields 
vf the fine arts; (4) award scholarships and graduate 
fellowships in the fine arts; (5) foster the inter- 
national exchange of fine arts information; (6) cor- 
relate and evaluate fine arts programs; (7) estab- 
lish, maintain, and administer in the Nation's Capital 
a theater and music center to be known as the Amer- 
ican National War Memorial Theater and Music Center;

Title I: Federal Anti-Lynching Act - The 
assemblage of two or more persons which shall, with- 
out authority of law, (1) commit violence upon the 
person of any citizen because of his race, creed, 
color, national origin, ancestry, language, or 
religion, or (2) exercise by physical violence, any 
power of correction over any person in the custody 
of a peace officer or suspected of, charged with, 
or convicted of the commission of any criminal of- 
fense, with the purpose or consequence of preventing 
the apprehension or trial or punishment by law of 
such person, or of imposing a punishment not author- 
ized by law, shall constitute lynching, The maxi- 
mum penalty for aiding or committing a lynching is 
$10,000 fine and/or 20 years imprisonment, A 
State or local officer failing through neglect, etc., 
to prevent a lynching, or to apprehend or prosecute 
any member of a_ lynching mob, shall be punished by 
a $5,000 fine and/or 5 years imprisonment. Any 
governmental subdivision failing through neglect, 
etc., to prevent a lynching, or a seizure and 
abduction followed elsewhere by a lynching, shall 
be liable for $2,000 to $10,000 in damages, recover- 
able in a civil action by the claimant or by the 
United States in his behalf. The interstate trans- 
portation of persons with a view to lynching is made 
subject to the penalties provided in the Lindbergh 
kidnapping law (i.e., death or imprisonment). 

Title II: Strengthens the individual's rights 
to liberty, security, citizenship and its privileges. 
Provides for criminal punishment to any person who 
injures, oppresses, threatens, or intimidates any 
inhabitant of any State, Territory, or District in 
the free exercise or enjoyment of any right or 
privilege secured to him by the Constitution or laws 
of the United States, or because of his having so 
exercised the same, or if any person goes in dis- 
guise on the highway, or on the premises of another, 
with intent to prevent or hinder his free exercise 
or enjoyment of any right or privilege so secured, 
Increases the criminal penalties from $1,000 fine 
to $10,000 and imprisonment from 1 year to twenty 


years, or both to any person who under color of law 
deprives any inhabitant of any State, Territory, or 
District of any rights or privileges, or subjects 
such inhabitant to different punishments or other 
wrongful conduct which shall cause the death or 
maiming of the person so injured or wronged. Pro- 
vides for protection of right to political partici- 
pation, Prohibits discrimination or segregation in 
interstate transportation [amending U. S. C. 8:31; 
18:241, 242, 594, loss). 

Title III: National Act Against Discrimination 
in Employment - Makes it an unlawful employment 
practice: (1) for an employer of more than 50 per- 
sons to refuse to hire, to discharge, or otherwise 
discriminate in employment, because af race, religion, 
color, national origin, or ancestry or to obtain 
assistance in hiring from sources discriminating 
for such reasons; (2) for a labor union of 50 or 
more members, on the same grounds, to discriminate 
or to limit, segregate, or classify membership so 
as to adversely affect employees or applicants for 
employment; and (3) for an employer or a labor union 
to discharge, expel or otherwise discriminate against 
any person because he has opposed an unlawful prac- 
tice or has filed a charge, testified, participated 
or assisted in any proceeding under this title. 

Establishes a National Commission Against Dis- 
crimination in Employment, of 7 members, appointed 
by the President with the consent of the Senate, at 
$10,000 annual salary each, to investigate, concili- 
ate and adjudicate complaints of such unfair employ- 
ment practices, to order their cessation and appro- 
priate affirmative action, including hiring or re- 
instatement of employees with or without back pay. 
The Commission may petition circuit courts of ap- 
peals to enforce certain orders, etc., and parties 
aggrieved by orders of the Commission may obtain 
review by those courts.

Title IV: Provides that there shall be no

Title V: Educational Opportunities Act of 
1952 - Declares Federal policy of providing equal 
educational opportunity to all citizens without 
regard to race, color, religion (except sectarian 
schools), or national origin, Makes it an unfair 
educational practice for any post-secondary school 
to discriminate against admission of any student 
because of race, color, religion (except sectarian 
schools), or national origin or for participating 
in proceedings under this title, Sectarian schools 
shall certify themselves as such to the Commissioner 
of Education. Any person claiming discrimination 
m2y complain to the Commissioner, who shall investi- 
gate the matter. If there is probable cause for 
the complaint the Commissioner shall informally try 
to eliminate the discrimination, Failing this, he 
shall conduct a hearing and if discrimination js 
found, he shall issue an order terminating all Fed- 
eral aid to the discriminating school, Provides

Title VII: Prohibits segregation and discrimi- 
nation in housing because of race, religion, color, 
or national origin. 

Title VIII: Establishes a five-man Commission 
on Civil Rights, appointed by the President with 
the consent of the Senate, to gather information and 
report to the President on what activities affect 
civil rights, Authorizes a full-time staff director. 
Creates the Civil Rights Division in the Department 
of Justice under an Assistant Attorney General.

Declares that in order to be approvable under 
this Act, a State plan for vocational rehabilita- 
tion services shall (1) provide for financial partic- 
ipation by the State, and provide that the plan shall 
be in effect in a political subdivision of the 
State; (2) provide that, in addition to training, 
maintenance, placement, and guidance, physical 
restoration services will be provided under the 
plan, etc, Further provides that in carrying out 
his duties under this Act the Secretary shall 
cooperate with and render technical assistance to 
States in matters pertaining to the vocational re- 
habilitation of physically handicapped individuals, 
etc. Directs the Secretary of labor and the Secre- 
tary of Health, Education, and Welfare to cooperate 
(1) in developing and recommending to the appropriate 
State agencies, policies and procedures which will 
facilitate the placement in employment of handicapped 
individuals who have received rehabilitation serv- 
ices under State vocational rehabilitation programs,

(District of Columbia). 


Revises the District of Columbia Unemployment 
Compensation Act, to extend coverage, to clarify 
administrative sections (benefits during strikes, 
etc.), to strengthen the penal and fraud sections, 
etc. [amending D. C. C. 46:301-324], 


H. R. 9649, Mr, Teague; June 22, 1954 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Army to convey 
by quitclaim deed to the State of Texas, for public 
park and recreational purposes only, certain areas 
within the portion of Whitney Dam and Reservoir 
project, Texas. 


H. R. 9650. Mr. 


Wampler; June 22, 1954 (Veterans' 
Affairs), 


Extends to 8 years (now 4 years) after either 
the date of his discharge or the termination of the 
present war, whichever is later, the time during which 
a veteran of World War II may initiate a course of 
education and training under the Servicemen's 





Readjustment Act and extends the cut-off date of 
such education or training to 13 years (now 9 years) 
after the termination of the present war [amending 
U. S. C. 38:ch, 12A, Note; Vets. Reg. la]. 


H. R. 9651. Mr. Wharton; June 22, 1954 (Interior 


and Insular Affairs). 


Provides that any lease relating to oil and 
gases on public lands subject to the Mineral Leas- 
ing Act, which is subject to termination by reason 
of cessation of production shall not terminate if 
within 60 days after production ceases, reworking 
or drilling operations are commenced on the land 
and conducted with reasonable diligence during such 
period of nonproduction, 

Provides for an extension of noncompetitive 
oil or gas land leases with respect to which the 
record titleholder has not been notified of a deter- 
mination that such are within the known geologic 
structure of a producing oil or gas field at the 
expiration date of such lease for a two year period 
and so long thereafter as oil or gas produced. 

Permits agreements for compensation for United 
States lands being drained of oil, etc., by wells 
on adjacent lands to be extended for the period 
during which such compensatory royalty is being 
paid and for a period of one year from discontinuance 
of payment and so long thereafter as oil, etc., is 
produced in paying quantities. Provides that leases 
which are committed to the cooperative or unit plans 
to continue in force and effect as to the land com- 
mitted, so long as the lease remains subject to the 
plan. Provides that all leases operated under such 
approved operating, drilling, or development con- 
tracts, and interests thereunder, shall be excepted 
in determining holdings or control under the Mineral 
Leasing Act. 

Limits the aggregate holding of oil or gas 
leases to 46,080 acres granted in any one State 
except Alaska, which is 100,000 acres, Provides 
for automatic termination of leases upon the fail- 
ure to pay rental on or before the anniversary date 
of lease upon land on which there is no well capable 
of producing oil or gas in paying quantities [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 30:226, 226e]. 

H. R, 9652. Mr. Williams of New Jersey; June 22, 

1954 (Ways and Means). 


Trade Adjustment Act of 1954 - Authorizes the 
appointment of a special board to be known as the 
Trade Adjustment Board consisting of five officers 
and employees of the executive branch of the 
Government who will serve without additional com- 
pensation to their normal salaries as Government 
employees. Permits the Board to conduct hearings, 
to secure information, subpena witnesses, and to 
establish appropriate rules and regulations in 
order to provide assistance to communities, indus- 
tries, business enterprises, and individuals in 
order to facilitate adjustments made necessary by 
the trade policy of the United States.

Directs the Board in determining eligibility to 
consider the extent to which the employees and busi- 
ness enterprises or communities are effected by the 
injury suffered by the domestic industry and whether 
communities, business enterprises, and industrial 
development corporations have developed satisfactory 
programs for adjustment. 

Permits loans for economic adjustment purposes 
under the Small Business Act without the usual 
limitation on the amount to be loaned. Authorizes 
the Secretary of Labor to enter into agreements with 
States whereby supplementary unemployment compensa- 
tion benefits may be paid to individuals eligible 
for the benefits of this Act. Such payments would 
be equal to 66-2/3 percent of his average weekly 
earnings to extend for a period of 52 weeks, Directs 
the Secretary of Labor to provide suitable vocational 
rehabilitation training for unemployed individuals 
and authorizes him to certify older workers to be 
unemployed as a result of the international trade 
policy of the United States and amends the Social 
Security Act to permit individuals to retire at age 
60, 

Permits eligible business enterprises to take 
advantage of the accelerated amortization provisions 
of the Internal Revenue Code.

(District of Columbia). 


Revises the District of Columbia Unemployment

H. R. 9678. Mr. Chiperfield; June 24, 1954 (Foreign 
Affairs). 


Mutual Security Act of 1954 - Overhauls the 
administrative structure and the basic policies of 
the legislation involved in the conduct of foreign 
affairs, Establishes the "ground rules" under which 
assistance to foreign countries will be administered, 
Authorizes appropriations for the fiseal year of 1955 
totaling $3,440, 608,000, 

Title I, Mutual Defense Assistance. Declares 
that the authority to provide military assistance 
shall consist of the following: (1) military assist- 
ance may be furnished by grant, by loan, or by other 
appropriate terms which may be agreed upon with 
recipients; (2) recipients may be nations or inter- 
national organizations; (3) assistance may include 
the transfer of equipment, materials and services, 
and procurement may be from any source, within or 
outside of the United States, 

Makes the following authorizations: (1) $1,430,- 
300,000 to carry out the purposes of military assist- 
ance; (2) $780,000,000 to make contributions to in- 
frastructure programs of the North Atlantic Treaty 





Organization; (3) $321,000,000 to cover the unfunded 
portion of the program; (4) $50,000,000 for the use 
of military assistance funds and of local currencies 
derived from the sale of surplus agricultural prod-

tary assistance; (6) $800,000,000 for the support 

of the forces of the Associated States of Cambodia, 
laos, and Vietnam, and the forces of France located 
in such States and for any other expenditures in the 
area of Southeast Asia and the Western Pacific to 
accomplish the purposes of this Act; (7) $75,000,- 
000 for the manufacture in the United Kingdom of 
nilitary aircraft required by the United Kingdom 
forces for the defense of the North Atlantic area; 
(8) $70,000,000 for common use items; (9) (Defense 
support: (a) $45,000,000 for Europe (excluding 
Greece and Turkey); (b) $81,850,000 for the Near 

fast (including Greece and Turkey), Africa, and 

South Asia; (c) $96,430,000 for the Far East and 

the Pacific; (10) $230,000,000 for the Korean Pro- 
gram and $11,300,000 for making contributions to 

the United Nations Korean Reconstruction Agency or 
expenditures through such other agency for relief 
and rehabilitation in Korea as the President may 
direct. 

Sets limits to the value of military aid which 
can be supplied to Europe (excluding Greece and 
Turkey), the Near East (including Greece and Turkey), 
Africa, and South Asia; the Far East and the Pacific, 
and the Western Hemisphere, The designated portions 


of the new authorization under (1) military assist- 


ance are as follows: (1) $617,500,000 for Europe 
(excluding Greece and Turkey); (2) $181,200,000 for 
the Near East (including Greece and Turkey), Africa, 
and South Asia; (3) $583,600,000 for the Far East 

and the Pacific; and (4) $13,000,000 for the Western 
Hemisphere), 

Authorizes the President to transfer either 
by sale or charter, to the Republic of Korea 8 
CI-M-AVI's, averaging about 3,800 tons each, Lists 
conditions of eligibility for mutual defense assist- 
ance such as (1) join in promoting international 
understanding and good will, and maintaining world 
peace; (2) take such action as may be mutually agreed 
upon to eliminate causes of international tension, 
ete, Establishes the requirement that military 
equipment and materials are to be supplied to nations 
whose increased defense abilities are important to 
the United States security and only under the follow- 
ing conditions: (1) to maintain internal security, 
(2) for self defense, (3) for area defense, (4) for 
collective security arrangements consistent with 
the United Nations Charter, and (5) that such mili- 
tary assistance will not be used for aggression 
against any nation, Continues the so-called re- 
imbursable aid provisions of the Mutual Defense 
Assistance Act permitting friendly nations to pur- 
chase United States military equipment with their 
wn funds, Permits the President to transfer title 
of military equipment to Japan without requiring 
lew money. 

Title Il. Authorizes appropriations for 
development assistance as follows: (1) $130,000, - 
1000 for the Near East and Africa; (2) $85,000,000 
for South Asia; (3) $9,000,000 for other American

Republics and non-self governing territories of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Title III. Provides that it is the purpose of 
this title (technical cooperation) to assist the 
efforts of the peoples of economically underdeveloped 
areas to achieve economic progress by authorizing 
measures designed to increase technical knowledge and 
skills and the flow of investment capital. Sets out 
prerequisites to assistance to foreign nations such 
as (1) paying a fair share of the cost of the pro- 
gram, (2) provides all necessary information concern- 
ing such program and gives program full publicity, 
etc. Authorizes appropriations for fiscal 1955 for 
such program of $112,070,000 for the Near East, Africa, 
South Asia, Far East, and Pacific, and Latin America.

Title IV, Makes authorizations for other pro- 
grams as follows: (1) $150,000,000 for special situa- 
tions and emergencies; (2) $500,000,000 for the pur- 
chase of surplus agricultural commodities; (3) $25,- 
000,000 for special assistance in joint control areas; 
(4) $11,700,000 for the movement of migrants and 
refugees; (5) $500,000 for contributions to the 
United Nations Refugee Emergency Fund; (6) $13,500, - 
000 for the United Nations Children's Fund; (7) $30,- 
000,000 for the United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency for Palestine Refugees in the Near East; (8) 
$3,200,000 for payment by the United States of its 
share of the expense of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization; (9) $4,400,000 for ocean freight charges; 
(10) $1,300,000 for carrying out the objectives of 
the Mutual Defense Assistance Control Act of 1951; 
(11) $35,000,000 for necessary administrative ex- 
penses. 

Authorizes the initiation of projects to in- 
crease the supply of strategic materials in which 
deficiencies or potential deficiencies in supply 
exist in the United States or among nations receiv- 
ing United States assistance. Continues the author- 
ity of the Secretary of State to complete a pro- 
gram for paying the educational and related cost of 
Chinese and Korean students in the United States. 
Broadens the investment guaranty coverage whereby 
the United States Government offers, for a fee, a 
form of insurance protection to new American invest- 
ments abroad against the risks of currency inconverti- 
bility and loss through confiscation or expropriation. 
Provides that funds made available by this Act may 
be used to pay the expenses of travel of any resident 
in the United States to the Soviet Union for the pur- 
pose of establishing permanent residence there, on 
condition that such person shall not be readmitted 
to the United States, Authorizes the President to 
control, in the furtherance of world peace and the 
security and foreign policy of the United States, the 
export and import of arms, ammunition, and implements 
of war, other than by a United States Government 
agency. 

Title V. Provides a miscellaneous title cover- 
ing (1) transferability of funds, (2) use of foreign 
currency, (3) termination of assistance, (4) small

business, (5) loan assistance, (6) patents and 
technical information, (7) availability of funds, 
(8) limitations on funds for propaganda, (9) pur- 
chase of commodities, (10) retention and return of 
equipment, (11) penal provision, (12) notice to 
legislative committees. Provides for administra- 
tive organization such as (1) delegation of author- 
ity by the President, (2) allocation and reimburse- 
ment among agencies, (3) detail of personnel to 
foreign governments and to international organiza- 
tions, etc. Prescribes special security clearance 
procedures for persons assigned to duties under 
these provisions by the Director of Foreign Opera- 
tions Administration. Continues the semi-annual 
reports on the mutual security program. Authorizes 
the President to utilize facilities of international 
organizations in performing functions under these 
provisions and to pay for the use of such facilities 
to the extent that such payment is usually required. 
Repeals the existing “patch work” of 14 statutes 

on munitions control and foreign aid, and provides 
comprehensive, basic legislation to replace such 
statutes, 


H. R. 9679. Mr. Brooks of Texas; June 24, 1954 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Grants the consent of Congress to the Sabine 
River Compact between Louisiana and Texas, relating 
to the waters of the Sabine River. 

H. R. 9680. Mr. Hope; June 24, 1954 (Agriculture). 

Agricultural Act of 1954 - Major provisions 
of the bill are as follows: 1. Price Supports - 

(a) Basic crops - A one-year continuation 
of price supports at 90 percent of parity for wheat, 
corn, cotton, rice, and peanuts, is provided for. 
Tobacco's 90-percent-support program continues 
without change. New provisions are made for 
specified basic crops as follows: 

Corn: Repeal of existing marketing quota pro- 
visions, while retaining acreage-allotment author- 
ity. 

Wheat: An alternative two-price system, 
the 90-percent supports and acreage allotments 
effective in 1955, the producers would hold a ref- 
erendum on whether to accept for 1956 the provisions 
of then existing law, or a 2 price program, with 
wheat consumed domestically as human food supported 
at 100 percent of parity and that going into other 
uses and into export selling at world prices. 

Cotton: Allowance for carryover in computing 
the normal supply of cotton is reduced from 30 to 
20 percent. This is designed to prevent the accu- 
mulation of excessive stocks before marketing quotas 
become applicable. Changes designed to improve the 
machinery for allotments of cotton acreage within 
counties are effected. 

Peanuts: A further reduction in peanut acreage 
by S percent a year under the present legal minimum 
acreage is authorized until production is balanced 
with consumption, Penalties for marketings in ex- 
cess of quotas are increased, 

Rice: The Secretary of Agriculture is directed 
to make a study of multiple-price systems as applied 
to rice and report to Congress thereon on or before 
March 1, 1955, 

(b) Dairy products - Increases in the support 
level from the present 75 percent of parity to 80 


With 


percent, beginning September 1, 1954, for the balance 
of this marketing year, with a new set of factors for 
the Secretary of Agriculture to use in determining 
the support level for the marketing year beginning 
April 1, 1955. Authority for the Secretary to use 
“other operations" as well as loans and purchases 
until April 1, 1956, was added to give the Secretary 
the widest possible leeway for dealing with existing 
dairy product surpluses. With this authority he 

may use direct payments to plants or producers as a 
means of price support if he desires. Increased 
domestic utilization of dairy products is provided 
by donation of surpluses to the military services 
and authorization for increased utilization of milk 
in schools. An accelerated brucellosis eradication 
program is authorized as a means of reducing current 
production levels. 

(c) Wool - Use of incentive payments to pro- 
ducers, until April 1, 1956, to support the price 
of shorn wool at a level designed to increase pro- 
duction; and a support price for pulled wool and 
mohair to maintain normal marketing practices assur- 
ing approximately the same percentage of parity for 
these products as for shorn wool is provided for. 

(d) Other designated crops - No changes made 
in these commodities which now have mandatory sup- 
ports at 60 to 90 percent of parity. Under this 
authority the support price for honey now is 70 per- 
cent and for tung nuts 65 percent of parity. 

(e) All other crops - No change is made in the 
discretionary power for the Secretary to support 
prices at zero to 90 percent of parity. 

2. Marketing Agreements and Surplus Removal - 
Producers of fruits and vegetables under marketing 
agreements are permitted to fix the type of package 
used; and funds collected under these agreements may 
be used for market research and development. The 
Secretary in conducting surplus removal or indirect 
price-support operations, is directed to obtain 
assurances from processors that producers have been 
paid not less than the comparable support price. 

3. Transitional Parity - The bill authorizes 
a gradual adjustment to modernized parity beginning 
in 1956, A 5-percent downward adjustment may be made 
each year until the new level is reached, 

4. Commodity Set-Aside - Authority is provided 
for the Commodity Credit Corporation to set aside 
reserves up to a value of $2,500 million from the 
present Commodity Credit Corporation stocks, These 
stocks may be used for such purposes as disaster 
relief, aid to the people of other countries, school- 
lunch programs and stockpiling. 

5. Conservation - The agricultural conservation 
payment program is extended for 2 years,

June 24, 1954 (Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries). 


Revises certain provisions of the Canal Zone 
Code so as to permit the reimbursement of the United 
States Treasury for funds, etc,, invested in the 
corporation after July 1, 1951, and for certain annu- 
ity payments made to the corporation, Revises the 
provisions relating to the Board of Directors-of the 
corporation and the provisions relating to the bases 
of tolls [amending C. Z. C. secs, 246, 247, 412].

June 30, 1957. Grants individuals passed fifty years

Creates within the Commission 
a Division of Military Application, the Director to 
be an active member of the Armed Forces, and not 
more than 10 other program divisions, each under the 
direction of a Director, to be appointed by the 
Commission at a salary not in excess of $16,000 per 
annum, Sets up an office of the General Counsel 
under the direction of the General Counsel to be 
appointed by the Commission at a salary not in 
excess of $16,000 per annum; provides for an Inspec- 
tion Division, responsible to the General Manager, 
and charged with gathering information to show 
whether or not the contractors, licensees, and 
officers are complying with the civil provisions 
hereof, and the rules and regulations of the Commis- 
sion. Creates a General Advisory Committee, composed 
of 9 members to be appointed by the President for 


6 year terms, and the Military Liaison Committee, 
the Chairman of which shall serve at the pleasure of 
the President and shall be compensated at the rate 
prescribed for an Assistant Secretary of Defense, 

Directs the Commission to make arrangements 
for the conduct of research and development activ- 
ities relating to (1) nuclear processes, (2) theory 
and production of atomic energy, (3) utilization of 
special nuclear and radioactive materials for medical, 
biological, agricultural, health, and military 
purposes, (4) utilization of special nuclear materia] 
and radioactive material and processes entailed in 
the production of such material for all other purposes 
including industrial uses, and (5) protection of 
health and promotion of safety during research and 
production activities. Makes it unlawful for persons, 
except those licensed or otherwise authorized by 
the Commission, to own, acquire, or deal with pro- 
duction facilities of special nuclear material 
defined herein (viz., plutonium ,uranium or others 
determined by the Commission to be such) or source 
material defined herein (viz., uranium, thorium, 
certain ores, or other material determined by the 
Commission to be such), or to produce such material, 
and vests title to such special nuclear material in 
the United States, a fair price to be paid to the 
owners thereof. Authorizes distribution and the 
making of a reasonable charge for the use of such 
material, on terms that (1) no applicant therefor 
will be enabled to construct an atomic weapon there- 
with (2) title to such material shall be at all times 
in the United States, (3) the rights conferred by 
license shall be strictly construed, (4) no assign- 
ment of license rights may be made, (5) such material 
shall be subject to the right of recapture or:control, 
(6) use of such material in a utilization or produc- 
tion facility may be made only as prescribed herein, 
(7) distribution shall be made pursuant to established 
Safety standards, and (8) the licensee shall hold 
the United States harmless from damages resulting 
from use of the license, for (a) conduct of research 
or development activities, (b) medical therapy use, 
or (c) use pursuant to license. Authorizes the 
distribution of by-product material (i.e., certain 
reaioactive material defined herein), classified 
as such by the Commission, with or without charge, 
to foreign or domestic sources, priority being given 
for use in the conduct of research and development 
activity or medical therapy. 

Authorizes the Commission to conduct experiments 
and do research and development work in the military 
application of atomic energy, and to engage in the 
production of atomic weapons, or atomic weapon parts 
with the express consent and direction of the President 
which consent and direction shall be obtained annually, 
Prohibits the utilization of special material or 
atomic energy, or dealing therein, unless licensed to 
do so by the Commission. 

Provides that licenses may be issued by the 
Commission where the Commission has made a finding 
that any type of utilization or production facility 
has been sufficiently developed for industrial or 
commercial purposes to those (1) whose proposed 
activities will serve some useful purpose proportionate 
to the quantities of special nuclear or source 
materials to be consumed, (2) who are equipped to, 
and do, observe safety and health standards, (3) who 
agree to make available to the Commission such 
technical information and data concerning their 
activities pursuant to such licenses as the Commission 
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may determine necessary to promote the common 
defense and security and to protect the public 
health and safety. Limits licenses to 40 years 
and denies licenses to a foreign or alien owned or 
controlled corporation, except under terms hereof, 
or where its issuance would be inimical to the com- 
mon defense and security. Requires the issuance of 
licenses with a minimum of regulation for research 
and development for industrial, or commercial and 
medical therapy purposes. Directs the Commission 
to prescribe uniform conditions for licensing in- 
dividuals as operators of production and utilization 
facilities. Allows the Commission to suspend licenses 
granted hereunder in time of war or national emer- 
ncy. 
’ Permits international arrangements if (a) the 
Comission approves a proposed agreement which in- 
cludes (1) terms, conditions, duration, nature, and 
scope of cooperation, (2) a guaranty by the cooperat- 
ing party that security safeguards and standards will 
be maintained, (3) a guarantee by the cooperating 
party that materials to be transferred will not be 
used for atomic weapons, research on atomic weapons, 
or other military purposes, and (4) a guaranty by 
the cooperating party that any Restricted Data to 
be transferred will not be transferred to unauthor- 
ized persons or beyond the jurisdiction of the co- 
operating party; (b) the President approves the pro- 
posed agreement and makes a written determination 
that the cooperating party does not threaten, but 
will promote, the security of the United States; (c) 
proposed agreement has been submitted to the Joint 
Committee and a period of 30 days has elapsed while 
Congress is in session. Empowers the Commission to 
control the dissemination and declassification of 
Restricted Data and allows such to be published upon 
a joint determination by the Commission and the 
Department of Defense (or by the President in case 
of disagreement) that such publication would not 
adversely affect the common defense and security. 
Allows international communication of Restricted 
Data (a) on (1) refining, purification, and sub- 
sequent treatment of source materials, (2) reactor 
development, (3) production of special nuclear mate- 
tial, (4) health and safety, (5) industrial and other 
applications of atomic energy for peaceful purposes, 
and (6) research and development relating to the 
forgoing, (b) under Presidential authorization for 
the (1) development of defense plans, (2) training 
of personnel in the employment of and defense against 
atomic weapons, and (3) evaluation of the capabilities 
of potential enemies in the empioyment of atomic 
weapons, the communication of Restricted Data on the 
design and fabrication of atomic weapons being pro- 
hibited except with respect to external size, weight, 
shape, yields and effects, and systems employed in 
the delivery or use thereof, Provides for the in- 
vestigation of persons before being given access to 
Restricted Data. 

Directs the Commission to designate a Patent 
Compensation Advisory Board to consider patent appli- 
tations for inventions or discoveries useful solely 
in the utilization of special nuclear material or 
atomic energy in an atomic weapon. 

Enumerates the activities to be undertaken by 
the Commission, Prohibits contracting on cost-plus- 
percentage of cost basis. Allows the submission of 
tlaims up to $5,000 (for any one claim) for the 
determination of the Commission in cases where injury 
w& death is alleged to have been the result of the 
tonduct of the program for testing weapons. 


H. R, 9768 


Creates a Joint Committee on Atomic Energy 
to be composed of 18 members, 9 from the House and 
9 from the Senate appointed by the Speaker of the 
House and the President of the Senate, respectively, 
In each instance not more than 5 members shall be 
of the same political party. Directs the Joint 
Committee to make continuing studies of the activ- 
ities of the Atomic Energy Commission and of prob- 
lems relating to atomic energy; directs the Commis- 
sion to keep the Joint Committee fully and currently 
informed of its activities. Requires reports by 
such Joint Committee to Congress from time to time, 
Imposes criminal provisions, amounting to a death 
sentence in certain cases, for violation of certain 
provisions hereof.

Mexico, to New Mexico. 


H. R. 9765, Mr. Auchincloss; July 1, 1954 (Public 
Works). 


Provides for the construction of Federal exec- 
utive buildings in the District of Columbia as a 
part of the plan for the redevelopment of the south- 
western portion of the District of Columbia under 
the District of Columbia Redevelopment Act. 


H. R. 9766, Mr. Colmer; July 1, 1954 (Ways and 
Means), 


Adds to dutiable list, hardboard when com- 
prised of interfelted lignocellulosis fibers con- 
solidated under heat and pressure into a board 
characterized by a predominantly natural bond, and 
prescribes rate of 33-1/3 percent ad valorem [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 19:1001, par. 412]. 


H. R. 9767. Mr, Corbett; July 1, 1954 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Overseas Allowances Act of 1954 - Codifies into 
one Act certain provisions of law compensating United 
States citizen employees of the United States Govern- 
ment stationed outside the continental United States 
and in Alaska, for extra costs and hardships due to 
overseas assignments. Provides a uniform treatment 
for personnel of all agencies overseas to the extent 
justified by relative conditions of employment. Pro- 
vides a basis for the more efficient and equitable 
administration of such laws and facilitates the re- 
cruitment and retention of the best qualified per- 
sonnel for service in overseas areas. Provides allow- 
ances and differentials in foreign areas for quarters, 
cost-of-living, representations, storage, official 
residence and post. Makes the effective date of this 
Act the first day of the first pay period which be- 
gins after three months following the date of its 
enactment, 


H. R. 9768. Mr. Corbett; July 1, 1954 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Provides for leave of absence for officers and 
employees stationed outside of the United States 
under the Annual and Sick Leave Act for use in the 
United States, and the Territories and possessions of 
the United States. Declares that upon completion of 
24 months of continuous service outside of the United 
States and the District of Columbia, officers and 
employees may be granted leave of absence without 
regard to any other leave provided by these provisions 
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of law for use in the United States, the Territories 
and possessions of the United States, at a rate not 
to exceed one week for each four months of such serv- 
ice, provided that the rate for each overseas post 
shall be determined in accordance with Presidential 
regulations [amending U. S. C. 5:2062]. 


H. R. 9769, Mr. Crumpacker; July 1, 1954 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides that nothing in the Antitrust Acts
